Dead is Charles Haubrick who 
perished when his seven-room 
cinder block home at 34426 McBride 
went up in flames at 1 a.m. 
Thursday morning. 

Haubrick alerted his three 
children who barely escaped before 
the fire totally destroyed the one- 
story house. Charles William, 15, 
was taken to \yayne County Gneral 
Hospital with second degree burns 
on his hands while Timothy, 13, and 
Juliann, 9, escaped uninjured. 

“Temperatures were below zero, 
and winds gusting to 40 miles per 
hour hampered our efforts to put out 
the fire,” explained Romulus Fire 
Inspector William Fralick. 

“There was a great deal of smoke 
and for a time flames were 
concealed between the ceiling and 
the roof until the wind forced the 
flames through the roof,” Fralick 
added. 

Fire trucks from Romulus stations 
one and three responded quickly to 
the alarm but were slowed by the 
severe cold 

The fire, which is believed {3 have 
started in the family room/is still 
under investigation. 

Two state fire marshalls — Gary 
Taskila and Donald Schorfherr of 
Flat Rock — spent all day Thursday 
with Fralick and Fire Chief John

Citizens part the waters, council retreats

Romulus City Council voted unanimously last week to rescind its recent 
approval of a 39 per cent water rate increase. 

The action was prompted by a successful petition drive by members of the 
Romulus Democratic Club with ex-mayor Terry Troutt serving as chairman of 

^Moved^by Mrs. Beverly McAnally and seconded by William Oakley, the 
motion was unanimously approved with little discussion. According to the city 
charter, the successful petition drive suspended the 39 per cent increase until 
city council rescinded it or until the next election. 

Counsel for the city Robert Reese, is researching the city's legal position in 
reference to any new water and sewer ordinance to make sure the council will 
not be accused of trying to “circumvent” the referendum. 

“We are just part-timers and I feel we need qualified people to help make a 
complete study of the water and sewer operation before we approve any new 
ordinance,” says Mrs. McAnally. 

“Based on the outcome of that study, we can make an intelligent decision. 


The council has a question about the information they’re receiving from the 
water and sewer department,” she said. 

While Mrs. McAnally said she favors the new water and sewer ordinance that 
is temporarily in “limbo,” she wants a study of that department to come first. 

“I made a motion, about three council meetings ago, for an actuary (an 
officer who computes rates indicated by facts), but I still haven t seen any 
action on it by the administration,” she said. 

Councilman Oakley agreed with the need for an in-depth study, but said 
something must be done immediately to keep the city from falling farther 

“I feel an in-depth study will show two vital things,” Oakley said. “It will 
reveal clearly whether or not the department is overstaffed and also if the city 
is billing the water and sewer department the correct amount for services 

rendered.” .. t 

One of Oakley’s concerns is who should audit the water and sewer 
department. The cost could range from $2,000 to $30,000, depending on the 
people council hires to do the job. - 4 
“We definitely need the study,” Oakley continued, “but in the meantime, for 
the benefit of the community we need a minimal increase in rates to offset some 
of the recent increases from the city of Detroit. When we have the final results 
of the study, we’ll know how much money we will need.” 


Capital punishment Part III

Police officers see the seamy side 
of our society daily, rarely do they 
see the good side of life. Their work 
revolves around terms like sexual 
misconduct, murder in the first 
degree, child abuse, felony and 
misdemeanor. And often they are 
pegged as the “heavy” in disputes 

Veteran cops are accused of being 
cynical in their outlook on life, a 
viewpoint blamed on their constant 
exposure to the world of crime and 
its victims. 

They are the ones that see crime 
as it is— not glorified as in “Bonnie 
and Clyde” type movies, not 
mellowed as in “Helter Skelter”. 

What do they think of capital 
punishment? This week we look at 
the top law enforcement officials’ 
opinions on the topic and came up 
with a solid statistic— 100 percent 
support for the re- instatement of the 
death penalty in certain cases. 

Although unable to speak with 
Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas, whose Road Patrol Divison 
provides police protection to a large 
segment of W'estem Wayne County, 
wedidspeak to the top cops in two of 


the area’s larger communities. 

Wayne Director of Public Safety 
Ray LeCornu feels capital 
punishment “is justified in some 
cases”, citing the example of a 
criminal who kills "an innocent and 
unresisting victim”. 

He qualified his support of the 
death penalty saying that it is not 
“in order for all homicides”, but 
rather for “vicious kinds of killing” 

“The age-old problem is that all 
doubts must be resolved as to the 
certainty of guilt,” he added. “This 
is the critical issue to the capital 
punishment question.’’ 

LeCornu went on to say: “A 
person ought to be able to walk down 
the street and not have to look over 
his shoulder. 

“I don’t think society should have 
to put up with people who go around 
killing other people. If a person is 
removed from society, then he 
cannot prey on society! 

“To some, it would be a deterrent, 
but to others nothing would deter 
their crime.” 

LeCornu, although supporting 
capital punishment, said it should 
“not in any way be used as revenge” 
and that “the cost of keeping 
prisoners for life should not be used 
as rationale for re-instating” the 
death penalty. 

“I’m not sure that just because of 


dollars we can talk about taking 
human life,” he concluded “That 
should not be the cause.” 

Westland Police Chief William 
Rechlin also supports capital 
punishment, saying that it should be 
used only for those murders that 
“are an outgrowth of planned 
crime” — first-degree murder. 

“The certainty of punishment, not 
so much its severity, will do more to 
deter crime,” said Rechlin. “It will 
not solve all our crimes, but if a 
person knows (he may get the death 
sentence), if may have some 
effect.” 

A 19-year veteran of police work, 
Rechlin went on to say that capital 
punishment is a function of 
government. He added that he could 
not support the idea of it being “a 
revenge thing’’ and opposed it being 
made “into a public spectacle”. 

In talking about a situation in 
which a prisoner kills a guard and 
already is sentenced to life. Rechlin 
theorized that solitary confinement 
and limitation of priviledges might 
be used, if capital punishment is 
banned However, he added : “Then 
that might be called cruel and 
unusual punishment 

“But then what they icnminals) 
did to some individuals is cruel and 
unusual.” 


Rechlin went on to say that he has 
yet to settle the moral issue involved 
in thequestion of capital punishment 
and said he could live with or 
without the death penalty. 

“I know this,” he said. “I could not 
be the one to execute someone ” 
Westland’s chief law enforcement 
officer. Mayor Thomas F. Taylor,' 
also supported capital punishment, 
saying: “I think the certainty of 
punishment is a deterrent 
“1 think there are certain career 
criminals who are familiar with the 
system of justice and who have 
evaluated that system and decided 
the punishment is well worth the 
crimes they commit ” 

Taylor, a former police sergeant, 
believes in “sure, swift judgement”, 
adding: “If a person commits a 
crime, he should do it with the full 
knowledge that hewill be punished ” 
“It is cruel and inhumane for 
society to kill another person, but 
the criminal has committed an act 
the same or greater.” he continued 
“We have became so involved in the 
rights of the individual that we have 
forgotten about the rights of 
society.” 

As with LeCornu and Rechlin. the 
mayor favors the re in -statement of 
capital punishment for specific 
crimes, such as killing a police 
officer or prison guard and 


Mayor James Stewart is dismayed that the council has still not acted to raise 
the rates to what he calls an adequate figure. 

“Some members on the council want us to lay-off people to prove we’re doing 
our part to show efficiency,” he says. “And it looks like we will have to lay some 
people off to get the council moving.” 

Citing 50 water main breaks since November 1, Stewart denies the water and 
sewer department is overstaffed. “It’s almost impossible to cut back 
employees at this time due to the 50 water main breaks and another 20 broken 
water lines caused by the extreme cold weather. 

“We have 13 CETA people in the classification that would have to be laid-off 
first. Then we have nine regular employees in labor classification that would 
also be laid-off We just can’t stand to lose any manpower at all, especially since 
this is the coldest winter in a good many years,” he added. 

Stewart said he was ready to act soon if city council doesn’t raise the water 
rates. 

“If no action is taken by the city council to correct this loss of revenues, I plan 
to contact the state, according to law, and have them come in and set our water 
and sewer rates so we can efficiently operate the water and sewer 
department 

“The city charter says we cannot run the department in the red, and we’ve 
gone just as far as we can.” he said. 



kidnapping that results in murder. 

“it’s a question of just how much 
can go into prisons and how many 
we can build.” he said, in discussing 
life imprisonment vs. capital 
punishment “Somewhere we have 
confused prisons with hospitals and 
believe we have to make everyone 
well. 

“Prisons don’t make people well; 
they don’t change their social 
behavior. 

“Prison is a place to put people to 
protect society, not to rehabilitate 
them ” 

“There’s always a clanger of 
killing an innocent person.” he 
concluded. “But what about the 600 
to 700 innocent people w ho are killed 
in Detroit every Year*”’

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AAA advises: Stay off state , county roads 


Michigan’s clean pavement era 
has stopped, and Automobile Club of 
Michigan is advising motorists to 
stay off state highways and county 
roads during periods of heavy snow 
to avoid accidents or sliding off the 
pavement. 

“Our decision could have an 
adverse effect on Michigan’s winter 
tourism industry such as ski and 
snowmobile resorts, lodging 
facilities and on truckers and firms 
depending on a highly mobile sales 
force,” said James Moffat, Auto 
Club general manager. "Tourism is 
Michigan’s second largest industry 
and winter travel brings $800 
million, or 20 percent of total yearly 
tourism revenue, to Michigan. 

‘‘The State Highway 
Commission's decision to use less 
salt on snow-covered roads means 
that driving has become more 
difficult and hazardous than in 
previous years. 

The Auto Club added that most

Michigan have reduced or, in some 
cases, nearly eliminated overtime 
plowing and salting. They point to 
budget problems due to rising costs 
not being met by state revenues 
from gas and weight tax funds. 

In areas where overtime has been 
reduced severely, county roads 
might not be plowed or salted on 
weekends or outside regular work 
hours on weekdays. 


"It is with great reluctance that 
we advise motorists not to travel 
when it snows heavily,” Moffat 
explained. "However, we have an 
obligation to warn motorists that 
with reduced salting on highways, 
extra time will be needed to reach 
destinations during heavy snow 
periods and that road conditions 
could necessitate postponing or even 
canceling trips. 

"This is one more indication that 
insufficient money is available in the 
Michigan highway fund to build and 
maintain highways and at the same 
time provide more funds for public 
transportation. Some source other 
than motorists must be found to fund 
public transit programs now being 
discussed.” 

Moffat pointed out that the 
Highway Commission’s previous 
policy of getting down to bare 
pavement as quickly as possible by 
heavy salting has been modified. 
Most salting operations now are 
done following and not during a 
snowfall as in the past. 

“This means that while major 
roads may remain passable even 
during severe storms due to plowing 
operations, many intersections, 
bridges and freeway ramps will be 
slippery and hazardous because of 
modified salting operations,” Moffat 
added. 

Motorists en route and finding 
themselves in a snowstorm could be 
forced off the road because of 
hazardous driving conditions that 
might not have existed with a more 
liberal salting policy, the Auto Club 
noted. 


"Driving times for thousands of 
southeast Michigan motorists were 
doubled during the morning rush 
hour on Jan. 11 since most 
intersections and many bridges and 
freeway ramps were not salted 
following the Jan. 10 storm that 
dumped 7 inches of snow,” Moffat 
said. “Some major intersections in 
theDetroit area had linesmore than 
a half long following tha

snowstorm and much of the next day 
as only two or three cars were able 
to creep through intersections 
before traffic signals changed,” he 
added. 

The Auto Club said state and 
county road officials emphasize that 
near-zero weather and high winds 
made salting operations nearly 
impossible during and after that 
storm. 

Wayne County road crews, which 
maintain nearly 900 miles of state 
highways, have cut in half the 


amount of salt used, from 2,000 
pounds per mile in 1975 to 1,000 
pounds the past two winters. The 
county crews often are making only 
one pass with salt trucks instead of 
two or three as in previous years. 

A survey of State Police posts and 
Auto Club branches in Michigan 
showed that the modified salting 
policy is believed to have caused 
added problems for motorists in 
some areas. 

State police spokesmen at Grand 
Haven and Cadillac linked an 
increase in wintertime accidents 


and cars sliding off the highway to 
the state’s salting procedures. 

“Roads are not in as good shape as 
they used to be and accidents have 
occurred here that probably 
shouldn’t have because of the 
roads,” said a Cadillac-area police

A high-ranking state highway 
official said road salting generally 
won’t be done if the temperature 
drops below 20 degrees and that 
many road crews are plowing, but 
not dropping salt until after a 
snowfall.

Two Wayne County Com- 
missioners have warned that 
the present Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
policy for the treatment of alcoholics 
will lead to astronomical costs for 
subscribers and inferior care for the 
alcoholic victime. 

Commissioners George F. Killeen 
and Jack Kelly have mobilized the 
forces of Wayne County and the City 
of Detroit in an effort patients at 
Brighton Hospital and the Sacred 
Heart Rehabilitation Center and 
other special-purpose treatment 
centers that are not general 
hospitals. 

Both officials have charged Blue 
Cross directors with Violating their 
own much-publicized cost- 
containment program by failing to 
"recognize other alternatives to the 
general hospital method that offer 
higher quality care with great cost 
savings.”^ 

"Present hospital health 
insurance contracts force the 
alcoholic with a Blue Cross card to 
seek treatment at an accredited 
general hospital where the average 
cost is $172.78 perday," Killeen said. 
"That same patient could receive 
better care with excellent support 
therapy at the Sacred Heart 
Rehabilitation Center in Detroit for 
$18.66 per day or the Brighton 
Hospital for $57.12 per dav.” 

Killeen and Kelly held a news 
conference Jan. 21 to explain the 
newly-organized joint effort by the 
City of Detroit and Wayne County to 
reduce the high cost of health care 
for alcoholism while upgrading the 
quality of treatment. 

ine wayne County Board of 
Commissioners already has 
unanimously passed a resolution, 
sponsored by Killeen, which urges 
the Blue Cross-Blue Shield Boaixl of 
Directors to continue paying 
treatment costs at Brighton Hospital 
and to expand its coverage to the 
Sacred Heart Rehabilitation Center. 

Brighton Hospital had been 
accorded "pilot project" status by 
the Blues on a temporary basis, but 
that expires Feb 10. 

Kelly said he will introduce a 
corresponding resolution before the 
Detroit City Council. 


and we presently have 839 students 
enrolled in our Vocational and 
Consumer Home Ec Program,” said 
Bill Nagy, director of vocational 
education for Van Buren public 
schools. "That is nearly 50 percent 
of our high school enrollment and is 
far above last year’s figure of just 
more than 600 students.

"Michigan is moving toward the 
descriminalization of alcoholics, 
probably by October, which means 
those people will need a hospital 
bed rather than a jail cell,” Killeen 
said.

We 
are ill-prepared to handle this type 
of situation and unless we begin now' 
to explore less costly a lternatives we 
will fill all the empty beds in general 
hospitals at a tremendous cost to 
patients, insurance companies, and 
taxpapers." 

Kelly added: "Most general 
hospitals don’t have a defined 
program or trained personnel to 
treat a person suffering from the 
disease of alcoholism. They can 
provide detoxification services, but 
they don’t have the necessary 
support services alcoholics need." 

"Last year, 48 city employees 
received treatment at Brighton 
Hospital at a total cost of $48,000. If 
they had gone to a general hospital.

"Couple those statistics with the 
fact that general hospital costs are 
expected to rise by 13 percent this 
year and you’ll see that we’re in 
really serious trouble,” he added.

One of the major projects in the 
building trades program is the 
nearly-completed quad-level house 
at 855 W. Huron River Drive, 
Belleville. 

The fourth house built by the 
students in building trades, Nagy 
said he’s already had eight offers to 
buy the house from local people who 
have seen it. 

"It’s really something," Nagy' 
laughed. "The house still has quite a 
bit of work to be done and yet people 
are asking to be put first on the list to 
buv it." 

there are 29 boys involved in 
building the house, putting in two 
hours each day. This is the fourth 
year the building trades class has 
built a house, and each year the 
project gets bigger and higher 

"The first year we built a single 
level. 1,200 square foot house and 
this year we’re up to a quad-level, 
1,728 square foot residence," he 
continued. "We also have some 
other things in mind for the future."

Parole reform 


is a

Last week's editorial 
opinion— Citizens should 
support parole reform— was 
an ANP opinion supporting 
the efforts of Oakland County 
t Prosecuter L. Brooks 
Patterson's attempts to 
solicit enough petition 
signatures to force fhe 
reform question to the ballot 
in 1978. 

The problems surrounding 
today's parole laws are 
many and the answers few. 
Since the magnitude of the 
. problem is so great, with 
such severe consquences if 
nof corrected promptly, ANP 
would again like to urge you 
to support Patterson's 
method of parole reform 
which mighf provide the 
citizens of this state with at 
. least a minimum degree of 
protecfion from those 
criminal elements who 
continue to rape, rob and 


murder after .release from 
prison on parole. 

In supporting Patterson's 
proposed parole reform 
package we do not Intend to 
imply that his plan is by any 
means the only solution 
available for the correction 
of this problem. It is only 
because of the lack of action 
on the part of our State 
Legislature that Patterson's 
plan is now necessary. 

It is that lack of action on 
the state level that has made 
the Patterson plan the only 
available course of action for 
those citizens of Michigan 
who have been forced info 
the role of the unwitting 
victim. 

In Pattersons press release 
announcing the start of his 
petition drive to collect 400 
thousand signatures, he 
provided nine examples of 


crimes commited by 
released felons. 

The nine cases cited by 
Patterson revealed that ten 
Michigan residents had been 
brutally murdered by nine 
previously convicted felons 
who had been recently 
released from prison on 
parole, with not one of the 
nine having served the 
minimum sentence imposed 
on them by the state. 

Patterson's plan to require 
all convicted felons to serve 


at least the minimum 
sentence imposed on fhem, 
prior to their receiving 
consideration for parole, 
might not have prevented 
even -one of fhe those 
murders, but on the other 
hand all of them might have 
been prevented.

For most people this 
question, of parole reform 
was brought closer to home 
by the showing of the film 
Heifer Skelter on local 
television last week.

The film about the 
unbelievably brutal murder 
of seven people by a 
deranged group of Charles 
Manson followers may just 
prove to be the incentive 
people needed to become 
involved. 

Charles Manson convicted 
for the seven murders was 
sentenced to death, along 
with four of his followers. 
Only the decision by the 
California Supreme Court, 
striking down the death 
penalty, saved Manson from 
the gas chamber. 

That Supreme Court 
decision automatically 
reduced Manson's death 
sentence to life In prison, 
making him eligible for 
parole as early as 1978. 

While there is no certainty 
that Manson will be released 
on parole hext year, if he had 


committed his atrocities in 
Michigan there is a good 
chance he would already be 
walking our streets a free 
man. 

When Oakland County 
Prosecuter Patterson 
critized the Michigan Parole 
Board for the release of those 
dangerous felons cited in his 
examples, Leonard 
McConnell chairman of the 
Parole Board callously 
responded: "That's the State 
law and we operate under it. 
If Mr. Patterson doesn't like 
it he should seek to have the 
law changed." 

We agree that the law 
should be changed. It should 
have been changed years 
ago. Since the State 
Legislature will not take the 
lead, it is once again up to the 
people of this state to show 
them the way.

bothering with prices at all. 

Paul Prevo likewise seemed to 
confuse Carter with Santa Claus. 
Each sentence in his letter began, “I 
wish you would give us more...” and 
listed everything from “more cars” 
to “more clocks” to “more money.” 

David Atterberry told Carter to 
lower the gas prices, and “if you 
can’t, write me back ” 

“1 want a pony, but 1 aen’t have 
one,” Nancy Odom complained to 
Carter “How- come people in the 
city can’t have animals like people 
in the country?” she asked, 
obviously wanting him to enact a 
change in local zoning laws 

A request for a trampoline for 
Roosevelt’s gym sprang up on many 
of the letters Several children also 
wrote that teachers should have 
more money— an idea expressed, 
possibly, mare for Mrs. Anolick’s 
benefit than Mr Carter’s. 

Hank Wasik surely made a 


favorable impression on his teacher, 
if not his classmates, when he said, 
“I wish you would give us more 
math. ..more spelling. . more 
reading...” But Mr Carter himself 
will be glad to read that in Hank’s 
opinion, Carter is “the best 
president in the Whitehouse.” 

John Whaley devoted his letter to 
the subject of littering. He said, “I 
hope you’ll tell people not to throw 
trash on the streets.” Teri Kay 
Nitzel and Kristen Collins also 
mentioned this problem, putting 
special blame on “older kids.” 

The c lass ha d a surprisi ng concern 
with the rising price of coffee, 
perhaps because some of the letters 
had been finished at home with 
Mom and Dad. Their preoccupation 
with lower taxes was undoutably 
influenced by parental attitudes. At 
the end of Tammie Davis’ letter 
appeared the suspiciously adult 
sounding sentiment, “Grant full 
amnesty for draft dodgers.” 

But if Mom and Dad helped supply 
a few ideas, their presence also 
discouraged a few Eddy Snible 
didn’t write what he wanted to: “I 
saw your interview in Playboy. I 
also saw what was on the next 
page!” 

One student, Cathie Cooney, 
reflected a rather mature 
understanding of the complexities of 
the President’s job She wrote, 
“Lower the taxes but so that they 
can pay the firemen, teachers, 
doctors and people like that It 
would be nice if you could do all 
these things, but I know it’s hard. 
You area good president. I hope you 
like it.” 

The letters were written on rough 
tablet paper, in even rougher 
spelling and grammar, but most 
were written as they were signed, 
“Sincerely ”

I had just finished painting the 
bedroom woodwork. The job left 
something to be desired but, as I 
said to my wife, “It’s better than it 
was.” 

My father, who was a fix-it man 
around the house and yard, used to 
say that all the time when he had 
finished repairing something. 

“It’s better than it was,” 

It i$ a saying that has stuck with 
me through the years. You won’t 
find it in Bartlett’s Quotations, but it 
has done more to encourage me at 
various times than most of the wise 
musings of the renowned 
philosophers that have been 
preserved in that distinguished 
volume. 

If we want things to be’perfect for 
us all the time, we are going to be 
unhappy. If we are always 
comparing ourselves with people 
who have more than we have, we are 
going to be miserable, too. 

One of the secrets of happiness is 
to search out every occasion in our 
lives when we cap say, “It’s better 
than it was.” 

A Baptist preacher, Dr. Bernard 
Clausen, used to say that if we make 
“just enough progress to keep us 
encouraged,” we have reason to be 


satisfied with our lives. 

My father had a couple of other 
sayings which would make good 
rules for living in 1977:“JUST DO 
IT.” 

As children, we used to be ready 
with all sorts of excuses when we 
were asked to do something. My 
father would hear us out — up to a 
point. Then he would break in and 
say, “Just do it.” And we did it. 

A lot of needed work of the world 
goes undone because everybody has 
an excuse as to why it is not his 
responsibility. If there is something 
that needs to be done, we ought to 
“just do it.” 

“WHAT DOES THE BOOK OF 
INSTRUCTIONS SAY?” 

That was my father’s first 
question when I went to him for help 
on some mechanical problem. We 
ought to ask the same question when 
we need help on some human 
problem. 

Even our professional counselors 
today are telling us to “get in touch 
with our feelings” and to do 
“whatever makes us happy” 
without reference to whether this is 
the way to get the machinery of life 
to run best in the long run. 

In addition, a lot of our difficulties 
— including many of our problems 
with our health — are the result of 


not following the instructions of the 
“manufacturers.” 

\ 

Miss Frances Hayward, who was 
an octogenarian when I first met her 
(she was member of the parish in 
Boston in which I served as 
minister), had several rules of 
thumb that would make equally 
good one-line philosophies of life for 
us to follow in the new year: 

“IF YOU CAN’T BEGIN IN THE 
BEGINNING. BEGIN IN THE 
MIDDLE.” 

She meant that whenever you 
have a good idea, put it into action 
right away. Don’t wait until all the 
conditions are favorable. 

“WHEN EVERYTHING IS 
AGAINST YOU, JUST QUIT.” 

Under many circumstances, this 
is an improvement on William 
Edward Hickson’s, “If at first you 
don’t succeed, try, try again.” There 
often comes a point where 
perseverance and sticking to it don’t 
pay off. 

“IF THE CAKES ARE TOO 
HARD, SOAK THEM IN MILK.” 

This was a note she put inside a 
box of cupcakes she had brought 
over to me when I was a bachelor 
minister. 

Miss Hayward was not poor. (She 
had her chauffeur deliver the 
cupcakes to me.) She could have 
afforded to buy fresh cupcakes. 


But Miss Hayward was New 
Englander who followed the New 
Englander’s credo: “Use it up, wear 
it out. make it do.” 

In this case I, a transplanted 
Midwesterner, was to be enlisted to 
use up the week-old cupcakes. 
Nothing must go to waste. This was 
part of character-building. 

Is there any admonition we need 
more to hear, our generation, which 
has wasted its substance on 
extravagant living? 

“If the cakes are too hard, soak 
them in milk.” 

All of a sudden, I am recalling 
more of these “keys-to-living 
in-a-nutshell.” But I’D stop with this 
one: 

“DON’T BE TOO CHEERFUL.” 

I got this from Monsignor Ronald 
Knox, the English priest and Bible 
translator. 

We sometimes don’t realize that 
telling people how perfectly great 
we feel or how well things are going 
for us can actually depress others 
who are not finding the going too 
good. 

We ought to cheer people up. But 
we ought to be aware that telling 
people how happy WE are doesn’t 
necessarily cheer THEM up.

The 


Radiologic Technology taught 

PCHA Technical school

There is a 2-year technical school 
located in the City of Wayne whose 
campus is not exactly what one 
would expect of such an institution. 

It’s a medical-technical school 
boasting an outstanding faculty: an 
M.D. as medical director and an 
ARRT (American Registry of 
Radiologic Technologists) as the 
technical director. 

The few students accepted each 
year to study pay a tuition of only 
$125 00 in addition to supplying their 
own uniforms and purchasing their 
own books. 

This school — which is properly 
known as the Annapolis Hospital 
School of Radiologic Technology — 
is located in the Annapolis Hospital 

“Our graduates,” said Robert E 
Armentrout, R.T. (ARRT) are 
eligible to write the National 
Registry Examination, and the 
annual scores of these people have 
been outstanding ” 

Armentrout, who is the technical 
director and Chief of the X-ray 
service, explained that PCHA 
established the school in 1963 to 
provide a source of technologists for 
the Authority’s hospitals. 

He said that it is a 24-month 
course, and it is fully accredited by 
the Council on Medical Education of 


the American Medical Association. 

“We pay a small stipend — in lieu 
of providing uniforms and meals — 
but we stress to entering students 
that the stipend is not a salary upon 
which one could live,” he said 

Armentrout received his initial 
training at East Tennessee Baptist' 
Hospital and the University of 
Tennessee, and he is now completing 
the requirements for a BS.in 
Radiologic Technology at Madonna 
College. 

A resident of Inkster, he has been 
Chief since coming to Annapolis in 
1963 Prior to that he had been the 
Chief at St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
in Ann Arbor 

“The students must complete 400 
hours of didactics (classroom 
lecture and recitation),” he said, 
“and the remainder of the time is 
spent in clinical practice.’’ 

The ciriculum consists, for 
example, of courses in human 
anatomy, physiology, ethics, 
darkroom chemistry, film critique, 
nursing procedures, and body 
positioning. 

“It is important for prospective 
students to understand that as 
Radiologic Technologists, they will 
be seeing, on a daily basis, patients 
who are in pain, are uncomfortable. 


or are simply frightened in 
anticipation of the discovery via an 
X-ray film of an undesirable 
condition. 

“Hence, a professional Radiologic 
Technologist must be one who 
develops a sensitivity to people in 
distress, and is able to function 
under that sort of constraint.” 

Armentrout emphasized that the 
Technologist serves as an assistant 
tothestaff radiologists, and does not 
make diagnoses. 

The medical director, Morton B 
Cash, M D., is the Chief Radiologist 
and it is his responsibility as a 
board-certified radiologist to 
interpret the films and consult with 
the referring physicians. 

Armentrout said that last 
calendar year, his service 
performed some 57,000 procedures, 
and current projections indicate that 
better than 60,000 will be performed 
during 1977 This means, then, that 
the radiology service sees between 
125 and 150 patients each day. 

In addition to the seven specially 
constructed X-ray rooms located in 
the Diagnostic Services Building, 
Technologists can also bring mobile 
equipment to patients who can not, 
or must not be moved. 

“We can bring the mobile 


equipment to the Operating Room, 
the Emergency Room, or to a 
patient’s bedside — indeed, we can 
go anywhere in the hospital to 
provide our service.” 

Armentrout said that the service 
is available 24 hours a day. seven 
days a week. Thus, including the 
current compliment of nine 
students, there are 36 people in the 
department to assure physicians 
and patients that service is always 
available. 

\ 

In concluding the interview, 
Armentrout said he wished to stress 
one point. “If any high school or 
cpllege graduate is seriously 
thinking about a career in radiologic 
services, that person should write, 
not telephone, me at Annapolis 
Hospital and tell me a little bit about 
himself or herself and why they 
think they would like to enter a 
career in radiologic technology. 

“We have at all times a long 
waiting list of people who want to 
enter the school. 

“The career can be rewarding — 
both financially and professionally 
— and as the state of the art 
continues to grow, we can foresee 
exciting changes in the discipline,” 
he concluded.

Property taxes for schools

Except for minor amounts received from gifts, bequests and permissible 
fees, the public schools have but one local revenue source - property taxes. 

The total school property tax rate ranged, among school districts, from little 
over 14 mills in one exceptional instance in 1975-76 to over 45 mills in another. 
But the average Michigan citizen paid 32.588 mills in total school taxes (in 
additon to an average 18 to 19 mills in city, county, township and other property 
taxes.) 

Since a mill is 1-1000 of the sthte equalized valuation or “SEV” of property, 
which is supposed to be set at 50 percent of market value, 1.6294 percent of the 
value of the average Michigan home was paid in school taxes - $488.82 on a 
$30,000 house, $651.76 on a $40,000 house, etc. 

School property taxes can be broken down into the following categories:

Although total figures have not yet been finalized for 1976-77, the best current 
estimate is that combined statewide average school taxes will be about 33.792 
mills. 

Although school taxes were not increased for 1976-77 in any ot the three area 
districts shown above, voters elsewhere approved enough increases to raise the 
statewide average by more than a mill for local district operating levies and by 


nearly 2 tenths of a mill for the taxes intermediate districts levy to finance 
special education programs for handicapped persons. 

These 1976-77 statewide increases, incidentally, are the largest voters have 
approved in any year since 1968-69. Yet surprisingly enough, the success ratio 
of millage tries was much lower in 1976 than in previous years. 

Evidently, school districts are not only finding it necessary to seek larger 
increases than in the past but are determinedly returning to the voters for 
repeated tries when millage proposals fail. 

The best estimate at this time is that the total school property tax levy will 
produce about $1.85 billion in revenue for K-12 education in 1976-77. 

In addition to rebating about $150.6 million of this amount to individual 
taxpayers, the state will be providing about $1.49 billion. About $160 million will 
come from the federal government to make up a $3.5 billion total. 

Obviously, property taxes currently fund, and have funded in most past 
years, the largest share of school costs in Michigan (and in nearly all other 
states). But there are wide variations in the amount of tax base or “SER” 
behind each student in different districts. 

Ypsilanti currently has $30,564; Willow Run, $25,449, and Van Buren, $28,532. 
But one exceptional school district, Rudyard in the U.P., had only $4,936 
in SER behind each child last year ; while another, the Bridgeman district in 
Berrien County, had fully $216,926! 

This me^ns that each mill ( 1-1000) of school tax will bring in $30.56 per pupil in 
Ypsilanti, $25.45 per pupil in Willow Run, and $28.53 per pupil in Van Buren - but 
brought in only $4.94 last year in Rudyard and fully $216.93 in Bridgeman 
(where the tax-base includes an atomic power pl$Ljit). 

Because of these substantial differences in the revenue-raising ability of 
school districts - differences that stem from the location of industrial plants and 
commercial centers rather than the personal wealth of individuals - the state 
will distribute a substantial portion of its $1.49 billion in school aid in a manner 
designed to offset local tax-base differences and therefore “equalize” revenue- 
raising ability.

Redlining, growing problem

QUESTION: Our town isn’t that 
big, and yet I understand that some 
people are having a hard time 
getting mortgages in the older parts 
of town. Is this true, and if so, what 
can be done about it? 

GOVERNOR: This is a practice 
known as “redlining;” it is usually 
thought of as a problem that affects 
only Detroit and, perhaps, a few 
other large Michigan cities. But, in 
fact, it has an impact on older 
neighborhoods in rural communities 
as well as our metropolitan centers. 

Last April I appointed a Task 
Force on 'Redlining to address the 
problems and to recommend 
appropriate action. It produced a 
thorough and thoughtful report on 
how we can preserve our urban 
neighborhoods and maintain 
essential standards for safe and 
sound lending. 

In remarks to a recent gathering 
of the Citizens Coalition on 


Redlining, I repeated the support I 
had voiced in my State of the State 
Message for: 

— Legislation that bans unfair and 
arbitrary discrimination in 
mortgage lending; 

— Creation of an Advisory 
Committee on Urban Appraisals to 
assist the state's Financial 
Institutions Bureau in developing 
new appraisal rules; 

— The formation of mortgage risk 
pools that will encourage private 
in older residential 


reinvestment 
areas. ,

QUESTION: Will we Michigan 
citizens have a chance to make our 
feelings known on the subject of 
nuclear waste disposal?

Councilperson responds 


Officials have obligation 


While the controversy rages in 
Romulus regarding proposed water 
and sewer rate increases, the real 
issues involved continue to be 
ignored. 

The bottom line to the water and 
sewer rate problem is that the 
council does not know how much the 
department should be charging 
The city council has been 
bombarded by the administration 
with recommendations for charges 
ranging from $6.23 per thousand 
cubic feet to a council adopted 
increase to $3 48, representing a 39 
percent increase in the retail rate. 

The increase was an arbitrary 
figure representing the latest 
alleged increase in the wholesale 
rate from the City of Detroit 
Previous to the adoption ofthe 39 
percent increase, I had attempted to 
introduce an ordinance that in my 
view provided for an equitable 
increase and adjustment in tap-in 
fees and other charges 
That ordinance was rejected 
Subsequently, the council met many 
times to revamp the 
administration s proposed water 
and sewer ordinance, finally 
arriving at the same conclusions 
included in the ordinance I had 
attempted to introudce 
During the time the council was 
working on the new’ ordinance, the 
citizens launched a petition drive to 


bring the 39 percent increase to 
referendum. They successfully 
gathered enough signatures to 
satisfy legal requirements and the 
council, on the advice of the City 
Attorney, repealed the increase. 

Because the council remained 
uncertain as to the amount of 
increase necessary to maintain 
efficient operation of the Water and 
Sewer Department and because 
various members felt the 
information provided by the finance 
department was conflicting and 
inaccurate, it was decided to seek 
the services of an actuary or expert 
to investigate and evaluate the 
operation of the department as well 
as the charges. 

The administration sccrned this 
action, stating the council had 
already spent $20,000 for an audit of 
the Water and Sewer Department. 

Actually, the council had merely 
complied with charter requirements 
that mandate an annual audit of all 
city accounts However, it should be 
noted that the audit did no in-depth 
study cf the department or its 
operation It merely reported, that, 
to no one’s sup rise, the department 
was in deficit 

Regardless of the lack of specific 
recommendations from the auditing 
firm, I have no doubt that the deficit 
isdue in part to increased costs from 
the City of Detroit But, I suspect 


that a substantial part of the deficit 
results from excessive 
administration charges as well as 
the cost of increased personnel 
added to inefficiencies in the 
department’s operation. 

Let us explore still another aspect 
of the problem. The ‘STEWART’ 
adminstration points an accusatory 
finger at the previous 
administration and council for a 
four-mill water assessment transfer 
to general operating fund 

The fact is that those funds wwere 
legally assessed for the purpose of 
buying land, building, equipping and 
completing city parks and 
upgrading the city’s operation And, 
an opinion by the present city 
attorney has declared no 
impropriety in the transfer 

But the important point, not yet 
brought to the a ttention of the public 
is that the ‘STEWART’ 
administration is doing the same 
thing! And. what do you have to 
show for the money? 

The union contracts have not been 
settled, the sheriffs contract is in 
administrative limbo and 
unresolved, the water and sewer 
department, by the mayors owm 
admission, is in deficit and the 
general government account is now 
being reduced to $14,000 due to 
expenditures and administration 
recommended transfers 


—McAnally 

Nevertheless, the administration 
has proposed no cut-backs to trim 
excessive costs, instead, new hirings 
continue daily. Now, a Public 
Relations person is being hired and 
yet another highly paid employee is 
added to the Grants Department. 

While I do not presume to speak 
for the entire council I must 
conclude that a majority agree with 
me. 

Throughout the months of 
discussion, my personal position has 
remained firm. 

I feel that as elected officials we 
have the obligation and duty to 
protect the interest, security and 
welfare of the people And, before 
any increased cost is inflicted on the 
people, we must investigate 
thoroughly to be sure the money is 
needed and that it is wisely and 
efficiently used only for the 
operation of the department. 

We must charge the absolute 
minimum necessary because the 
people are already hard pressed by 
the increasing costs of utilities 

Thanks to the Romulus Roman for 
the opportunityto express my 
position in this matter, I 
congratulate you on your new 
attitude of community involvement.

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Tax credits can put dollars in your pocket 


(This is the second in a series of 
articles offering advice on filing 1976 
income tax returns, prepared by the 
Michigan Association of Certified 
Public Accountants.) 

At tax filing time it is a fortunate 
taxpayer who qualified for tax 
credits, unlike deductions, 
exemptions or exclusions, which 
reduce taxable income dollar for 
dollar, the amount of tax owed. Thus 
a dollar of credit isalmo6t as good as 
a dollar in your pocket. 

The Tax Reform Act of 1976 
changed a couple of deductions into 
credits, while liberalizing conditions 
under which other credits could be 
claimed. 

The general tax credit, introduced 
in 1975, has been retained through 
1977. Individual taxpayers can take 
a credit equal to the greater of $35 
per individual personal exemption. 


Several sites throughout Western 
Wayne County will be offering boat 
safety classes for untrained 
youngsters 12 through 15 years of 
age.

taxable income 

The earned income credit of 10 
percent of the first $4,000 of earnings 
will be available through Dec. 31, 
1977. This credit is phased out as 
adjusted gross income raises from 
$4,000 to $8,000. Any excess of the 
credit over taxes owed is refundable 
in cash, and such refunds do not 
affect eligibility for federal or 
federally-assisted welfare 
programs. 

More people have been made 
eligible for this earned income 
credit. Previously, it was available 
only to a taxpayer who maintained a 
household for a dependent child 
under 19 or a student for whom the 
taxpayer could take a personal 
exemption. For 1976 and 1977, the 
credit also is available to taxpayers 
with adult disabled dependents and 
to those who maintain a household

for a child who either is a student or 
is under 19, even if the youngster 
cannot be daimed as a personal 
exemption. 

An important change in the tax 
law benefits persons 65 years of age 
or over. The old retirement income 
credit has been liberalized in a 
number of ways. One of these is that 
all kinds of income, inducting earned 
income, and not just retirement 
income, now is included. Thus, the 
credit is now called credit for the 
elderly . 

It also is much easier now to 
qualify for the credit, since the 
requirement that an individual must 
have received more than $600 of 
earned income in each of the 
preceding 10 years has been 
dropped. 

Not only does the credit now apply 
to all income, including earned 
income, but the maximum amount

of income against which the 15 
percent credit can be claimed has 
been increased. 

For single persons and for 
married couples filing jointly, if only 
one spouse is 65 or over, the new 
credit base is $2,500. For married 
couples filing jointly, if both are over 
65, the base is $3,750. However, as 
under the old credit, the maximum 
credit base must be reduced dollar 
for dollar by Social Security, 
railroad retirement benefits, or 
other exempt pension benefits. 

To limit the broadened credit to 
low and middle income taxpayers, 
the new law also adds a reduction 
based on income level. 

TTiere also is an investment credit 
of up to 10 percent of the cost of 
machinery or equipment purchased 
for use in business. If last year you 
bought a car, for example, for use in 
business, that cost might qualify. 

Another credit that should have 
widespread application in a 
presidential election >*ar is that for 
political contributions . There is an 
option here; you could take the 
contribution as a deduction, instead. 
The tax bracket you are in will 
determine which is preferable. 

The Michigan Association of CPAs 
pointed out another important factor 
for many: the old child care 
deduction now has become a child 
care credit equal to 20 percent of the 
employment-related expenses for 
care of a qualifying child or disabled 
dependent. The credit, which is non- 
refundable, is limited to $400 per 
year for the care of one individual or 
$800 for two or more. 

There are several new wrinkles in 
this aspect of the law. Child care 
payments to relatives now qualify 
for the new credit. But there are 
important “ifs”. The relative cannot 
be a dependent, and the relative's 
wages must be subject to Social 
Security taxes which you, the 
employer, must remit. (In ordinary 
circumstances, putting a member of 
your family on the payroll for Social

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Revision of sentencing eyed 


State Bar proposes criminal code changes 


Hie president of the State Bar of 
Michigan, William G. Reamon of 
Grand Rapids, has called on the 
State Legislature to enact a number 
of major recommendations for 
revising the sentencing provisions in 
the state’s criminal code. 

Reamon asked the legislature to 
enact the recommendations “to 
protect the public from persons 
convicted of serious felonies, 
eliminate wide disparities in 
sentences and provide a fair and 
rational system of sentencing”. 

Key features of the 
recommendations — developed by a 
special Bar Committee on Criminal 
Code Revision headed by Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Horace 
W. Gilmore — include: 

— Mandatory standard sentencing 
of persons convicted of serious 
felonies, which would have to be 
imposed unless mitigating or 
aggravating circumstances — as 
defined by legislative enactment — 
were demonstrated 

— Mandatory minimum terms for 
persons convicted of serious felonies 
which would have to be imposed' 
even if mitigating circumstances — 
as defined by legislative enactment 
— were demonstrated. 

— Classification of all felonies, 
with the exception of first- and 
second-degree murder, into five 
categories, depending on 
seriousness, for purpose of 
sentencing. 

— Maximum terms of 
imprisonment for all five categories 
of felonies even if aggravating 
circumstances — as defined by 
legislative enactment — were 
demonstrated. 

— Limitation of time off for good 
behavior to a set number of days per 
month, thereby eliminating 
“special” good time. 

— Repeal of Michigan’s “lifer 
law”, which makes any person who 
has served 10 calendar years in 
prison eligible for parole. 

The committee recommended to 
the Legislature enactment of 13 
factors to be considered by the court 
as aggravating circumstances to be 
weighed in imposing a sentence 
greater than the standard sentence, 
and 11 factors to be considered as 
mitigating circumstances in 
imposing a sentence less than the 
standard sentence. 

It would be up to the prosecution to 
demonstrate aggravating 
circumstances, if any, and to the 
defense to demonstrate mitigating 
circumstances, if any. 

“Except in the case of first-degree 
murder, if the court determines that 
aggravating circumstances as 
legislatively defined, outweigh 
mitigating circumstances, it may 
impose a sentence greater than the 
standard sentence, up to the 
maximum sentence,” Judge 
Gilmore said. “If it determines that 
mitigating circumstances, as 
legislatively defined, outweigh 
aggravating circumstances, it may 
impose a sentence less than the 
standard sentence, bi t no less than 
the minimum sentence. 


“In most cases, the standard 
sentence woi ’d be imposed 

“At the same time as punishment 
iscertain, however.it should be fair 
and recognize that there may be 
mitigating or aggravating 
circumstances.” 


Under the recommendations 
made by the State Bar committee 
and approved by the Bar’s Board of 
Commissioners: 

—First -degree murder would call 
for a mandatory life sentence with 
no parole, as currently, with 
commutation only by the Governor. 

— Second-degree murder and 
attempted murder would call for a 
standard sentence of 10 years. The 
minimum sentence, given 
mitigating circumstances, if 
established, would be two years. The 
maximum sentence, given 
aggravating circumstances, if 
established, would be life, with no 
parole. 


conspiracy to murder, second- 
degree criminal sexual conduct, 
first-degree burglary, second- 
degree arson, and second-degree 
robbery — would call for a standard 
sentence of five years. The 
minimum sentence, under 
mitigating circumstances, would be 
18 months. The maximum sentence, 
under aggravating circumstances, 
would be 20 years. 

— Class C, D, and E felonies. 


consisting of less serious offenses 
against property, and crimes 
against persons which do not involve 
substantial harm or risk or harm to 
the victim, would leave sentencing 
to the discretion of the judge, limited 
only by the sentence maximums set 
by statue. 

The committee expressed its 
belief that parole should not be used 
to effectively shorten and render 
less meaningful court-imposed 


prison sentences In those few 
special cases where early parole 
might be in the interest of the public, 
as well as the prisoner, the 
committee said, such parole should 
require consent of the trial judge, 
the committee, which is working 


on a complete revision and update of 
the state’s criminal code, is 
comprised of 28 Michigan lawyers, 
judges, and other professionals 
representing a variety of state and 
local law enforcement bodies and 
legal and correction offices.

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Gas bills reflect record-breaking winter cold 


Michigan residents who use 
natural gas for home heating will 
find their gas bills for the month of 
December considerably higher than 
their gas bills for the same month 
last year. One reason is the 
increased cost that the utilities have 
had to pay for gas. The other reason 
is the weather. 

The Federal Power Commission 
recently approved price increases 
for natural gas that is moved 
between states. The purpose of the 
increase was to bring the price of 
gas in line with the cost of producing 


it, and thereby provide an incentive 
for producers to find more natural 
gas. And, it is desperately needed. 
The price of natural gas where it is 
taken from the ground has been 
controlled by the Federal Power 
Commission. What the FPC did was 
to allow' the producers to charge 93 
cents a thousand cubic feet for gas 
from wells begun during 1973 and 
1974 and $1.42 a thousand cubic feet 
for gas from wells drilled after that 
time. ^The controlled price for such 
gas w'as formerly 52 cents. The new 
prices were charged to the utilities 
and, in turn, charged to their 


customers. 

For one Michigan utility, the 
average residential customer who 
has natural gas for home heating 
will use nearly 28 thousand cubic 
feet if gas in an average January. 
The effect of the FPC-approved 
price increase and other recent gas 
price increases will be to raise the 
cost of gas to householders by about 
55 cents per thousand cubic feet over 
last January’s cost and nearly 20 
cents over December 1976. During a 
normal year the average gas-heated 
residence in Michigan uses 


approximately 200 thousand cubic 
feet of gas each year. So you can see 
the effect these increases will have 
on budgets. 

January’s heatingbill would likely 
be higher anyway. January is 
usually thecoldest month of the year 
in the^ower Peninsula with a total 
of about 1,240 degree-days, which 
translates to an average tempera tue 
of 24 degrees February is usually 
about one degree warmer, while 
December’s average temperature 
over the last 25 years has been 30 
degrees. 


Degree-days are an important 
factor for utilities in determining 
bills. In a month like January, bad 
weather — snow and ice — may 
increase the number of meters that 
can’t be read by your meter reader. 

When a meter can’t be read, the 
utilities rely on degree-days, a 
customer’s past history and 
computers to come up with an 
estimated bill. The customer is then 
sent a statement based on 
calculations made by the computer. 
Of course, any error in the 
calculations will be automatically 
corrected later when an actual

Indigent get break on medical care 


A committee of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners has 
recommended that a policy to 
require the medically indigent to use 
Wayne County General Hospital for 
non-emergency problems not be 
implemented. 

The Human Resources Committed 
acted last week upon receiving a 
recommendation to that effect from 
the Greater Detroit Area Hospital 
Council. 

The policy was contained in the 
county budget, which became 
effective Dec. 1. 1976, but has been 
held in abeyance by the board while 


its impact has been under review by 
the resource panel. 

In a report, requested by the 
county commissioners, the hospital 
council recommended that indigent 
patients “continue to'be permitted to 
obtain their medical care from the 
institutions most available and 
accessible to their places of 
residence.” 

The hospital council reported that 
most of the indigent population lives 
in a low-income area, east of 
Woodward Avenue in an area of 
Detroit where a majority of the 
families do not have cars. The report 
said the patients could take as long

Then the 
computer readout is compared with 
the human readout Sometimes the 
computer reveals an erroneous 
human reading, which will then get 
corrected before the ciEtomer is 
billed. 

One way to avoid those big utility 
bills in the winter is to sign up for an 
equal monthly payment plan. Most 
utilities offer such a plan whereby 
the customer’s consumption is 
anticipated for the year. That 
estimated amount is divided by 12 
and the customers billed in equal 
amounts monthly. Adjustments are 
made at the end of the 12-month 
period for the differences between 
the actual and anticipated 
consumption for the period. Most of 
these plans, however, require 
customers to start during late spring 
or during the summers. Check with 
your own utility. 

Of course, none of these methods 
will bring on a m Oder winter or stem 
the increases in energy costs, but 
they will enable the customer to 
better budget the cost of 
convenience and comfort.

CHAPTER V, ARTICLE 9.2 

Fire Lanes 


Section 1. PURPOSE 

This article is to be interpreted as the standard of care necessary to protect 
both people and property within the City of Romulus in case of fire or similar 
emergency in any of those establishments herein defined through the use of 
controlled fire lanes. 

Section 2. AUTHORITY AND CRITERIA FOR ESTABLISHING FIRE 
LANES. 

The Fire Chief or his designated representative shall be responsible for 
establishing fire lanes on private property within the City of Romulus. The 
following criteria shall be used in determining the necessity of said fire 
lanes 

(1) Fire lanes shall be established, as deemed necessary at the following 
locations. 

(a) Apartment complexes 
<b) Auditoriums 

(c) Churches 

(d) Hospitals, convalescent homes, nursing homes, etc. 

(e) Hotels, motels, boarding houses, etc. 

(f) Manufacturing sites 

(g) Multiple private residential areas 

(h) Shopping centers 
li) Office buildings 

(j) Thoroughfares, road and streets too narrow for safe passage including 
all such public roads which do not exceed twenty-two (22) feet in width upon 
which both sides may be deemed fire lanes and such public roadways which 
do not exceed thirty-two (32) feet in width upon which the fire hydrant side 
may be deemed a fire lane. 

(2) The necessity of access into the above enumerated areas from public 
thoroughfares. 

(3) The necessity of traffic lanes free from parked vehicles both to and 
around the above enumerated establishments capable of handling city fire 
vehicles. 

This determination shall be made in accordance with the above criteria : 

(1) Whenever the Fire Chief or his designated representative deems such 
lanes necessary for the safety of occupants and property of the above 
enumerated establishments or 

(2) When, after petitioned by a private land owner or his authorized 
representative to have said fire lanes established on his or her property, or 

(3) Upon public thoroughfares, roads and streets whenever the Fire Chief or 
his designated representative deems such lanes necessary for the safety of 
people or property. 

This article shall apply to all such existing facilities within the City of 
Romulus and new construction sites or modification of existing structures. 
It shall be the duty of the Fire Chief or his designated representative to 
notify the land owner of any such property whereon fire lanes are 
established, by mailing notice of same to the address of the owner as found in 
the records of the City Assessor. 

Section 3. RECORDS 

The fire prevention bureau shall keep an accurate up-to-date record of all 
fire lanes established within the City of Romulus. 

Section 4. POSTING, UNIFORMITY, RESPONSIBILITY 
All fire lanes shall be conspicuously posted with uniform fire lane signs in 
keeping with the standard established in the Michigan Manual of Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices are revised and as prescribed by the Fire Chief or 
his designated representative and erected no further than one hundred ( 100) 
feet apart in all areas designated as fire lanes. The erection and 
maintenance of said signs shall be the responsibility of the property owner 
with regard to private property and the responsibility of the City with regard 
to public property. Any owner who, upon notification that a fire lane has 
been established on his property and within thirty (30) days thereof fails to 
erect uniform fire lane signs shall be in violation of this article and subject 
to punishment as provided by this ordinance. Further, when said signs are 
not erected within thirty (30) days of notification, the City Council may 
direct said signs to be erected and the cost thereof assessed against the 
property on the next general assessment roll of the city 
The legends used shall contain the words “Fire Lane’’ or “Fire Route ”, 
along with a basic “No Parking or Standing” or “No Standing or Parking” 
prohibitive message. The exceptions to this designation will occur when 
loading zones ( either commercial, service or passenger) or taxicab standing 
zones are required for the operation of the property, and when such zones or 
areas do not impede emergency vehicle access, as determined by the Fire 
Chief or his designated representative In these instances, appropriate signs 
in keeping with the standards delineated by the Michigan Manual of Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices, containing such legends as “No Parking - Loading 
Zone”, or “No Parking - Loading Zone - 5 Minute Limit”, or “No Parking * 
Taxicab Stand ”, shall be posted. 

Section 5. EXCEPTIONS. 

Should it become necessary in the interest of the public peace, health safety 
or welfare the Fire Chief or his designated representative may grant 
permission for parking of certain vehicles, objects or trailers in designated 
fire lanes for limited periods where such parking w ill not interfere with the 
usage of the fire lane by emergency vehicles. Whenever such permission is 
granted, a record of same shall be kept by the Department In conjunction 
with such permission, the Department shall furnish a sign to be posted 
conspicuously on the vehicle, object or trailer stating that permission to so 
park has been granted and the duration that it may remain so parked. 
Section 6. GUIDELINES FOR BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 

It shall be the duty of the Fire Chief or his designated representative to 
establish guidelines for use by the Building Department in determing the 
need for fire lanes on all new construction sites and at modification of 
existing structures These guidelines shall include those criteria found in 
Section 2 of this article and shall further include minimum dimensions for 
said fire lanes so as to provide adequate maneuverability for city fire 
vehicles during the construction phases of the project. The Fire Department 
shall make a final check of all plans for such building or alternation upon 
submission of same by the Building Department The Fire Department shall 
either approve or reject such plans within twenty (20) days of such 
submission and, if rejected, shall state the reasons for same After 
rejection, such plans mav be resubmitted for approval after the necessary 
changes have been made 


Section 7. ENFORCEMENT RESPONSIBILITY. 

The Fire Chief or his designated representative is herby empowered to issue 
an ordinance violation ticket to the owner or operator of the property at any 
time should the necessary signing as described in Section 4 be missing, 
improperly installed, in poor repair, or otherwise in such condition as to not 
convey the intended message to a reasonably observant and prudent person. 
A further ordinance violation ticket may be issued to the owner or operator 
of the property at any time should certain vehicles, objects or trailers be 
parked or placed in the designated fire lanes without first having been 
approved and a permit issued, as delineated in Section 5. 

The Police Department or its designated and duly authorized agent, in 
accord with Section 2.1 of the Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Townships 
and Villages as promulgated by the Commissioner of State Police on 
February 14, 1958, and as amended on February 14, 1961, and February 26, 
1968, in accordance with Public Act 62 of 1956, State of Michigan, and as 
adopted and modified by the City of Romulus, is empowered to enforce the 
fire lane restrictions by the issuance of traffic citations for those 
prohibitions established by the Fire Chief or his designated representative 
and shall be the primary agent for all such enforcement efforts. 

The Fire Chief or his designated representatives are further hereby’ 
empowered to issue standard traffic violations as are currently in regular 
use by the Ordinance Enforcement Department to vehicles found parked or 
stapding in violation of the posted prohibitions as a supplement to their 
normal investigative reviews of various designated sites. 

Section 8. REMOVAL FROM FIRE LANES. 

When any member of the Romulus Fire Department, Wayne County Sheriff 
Department, or the Romulus Ordinance Enforcement Authority shall 
observe any vehicle, trailer or other object parked in a fire lane as herein 
established and such vehicle, trailer or other object is not there under 
authority of Section 5 of this article, any of the foregoing shall remove such 
vehicle, trailer or other object or shall cause same to be moved at the 
expense of the owner If any vehicle, trailer or other object is so located 
w ithin a fire lane at the time the Fire Department is responding to an alarm 
for any reason which necessitates use of such fire lane, then any member or 
members of the aforesaid agencies may move or cause same to be moved by 
any means possible without liability for any damage being incurred by the 
City of Romulus or any officer, agent or employee thereof. 

Section 9. APPEAL 

Notwithstanding the provisions found in any section of this chapter, the 
following shall be the method of appeal from any decision of the Fire Chief or 
his designated representative as it may pertain to the articles. 

If any land owner is aggrieved by any decision as to the establishment of fire 
lanes, he shall, within thirty (30) days of the date of mailing of the fire lane 
establishment notice as provided for in Section 2 of this chapter or of denial 
or a petition to establish a fire lane, file with the Fire Chief or his designated 
representative a written exception to such decision together with his 
reasons for same Within ten (10) days from the date of receipt of such 
exception by the Fire Chief or his designated representative, he shall, after 
consideration of the reasons for such exceptions, affirm, modify or rescind 
his original decision. If the aggrieved party is still without satisfaction, he 
may filean appeal with the City Council through the office of the City Clerk 
The City Clerk shall then place the appeal on the agenda for the next 
applicabel Council meeting in accordance with the provisions of the charter 
of the City of Romulus. The Council shall rule on such appeal no later than 
the second regularly scheduled meeting thereafter Within five (5) days of 
the decision of the City Council, the aggrieved may file a petition with the 
District Court for a review of such decision and it shall be the duty of the 
Court to hear the same within not less than five (5) days nor more than ten 
(10) days of the filing of such petition and thereupon at its earliest 
convenience make a final order upon the merits as the Court finds them 
Section 10. PENALTY 

(A) Any person who shall permit a vehicle owned, or operated by him or 
under his control, to park or stand in a fire lane established pursuant to this 
ordinance or place his vehicle in such manner as to impair or interfere with 
the operation of firefighting equipment, shall be fined a sum not to exceed 
Ten Dollars ($10.00) plus the cost of prosecution or imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a term not to exceed five (5) days. Each violation shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

( B) Any person who shall violate any other provision of this ordinance shall 
be fined a sum not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) plus the cost of 
prosecution. Each violation and every day upon which a violation shall occur 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 11. VALIDITY. 

In all other respects, the provisions of the aforesaid ordinance shall remain 
in full force and effect. Should any section, clause or paragraph be declared 
by a court of.competent jurisdiction, to be invalid, the same will not affect 
the validity of the ordinance as a whole or any other part thereof. 

Section 12. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in the

Stakes blow off steam 


When is air pollution not air 
pollution? When it’s steam. 

That’s the latest word from the Air 
Pollution Control Division of the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health. 

Aside from the regular problems 
which come with winter's ice and 
snow, the season does create one 
unusual situation which seldom 
happens during other seasons, at 
least the people in the Air Pollution 
Control Division think so. 

The air pollution control people 
know from years of experience that 


cold weather brings on dozens of 
complaint calls from concerned 
citizens about the billowing clouds of 
“smoke” they’ve seen coming from 
a building or stack. The problem 
becomes even more noticeable 
during periods of extremely cold 
weather, such now. 

“Cold weather with temperatures 
below freezing is the necessary 
ingredient,” said Morton Sterling, 
director of the Division. “Clear, 
sunny skies also help make the 
condition more visible. 

“What happens is mosture laden 
stream of clean, hot gases emitting

food stuff for poor 


Up to 3,000 additional people could 
have an extra $25 worth of essential 
food items each month simply by 
calling for an appointment at one of 
five Wayne County Health 
Department locations to seek 
certification for the WIC Program. 

The health department recently 
was funded by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, to bring WIC 
(Women, Infants and Children 
Supplemental Food Program) to 
5,000 out-county, low-income 
residents who qualify either through 
nutritional or medical risk factors. 

WIC seeks to supplement the diets 
of women during pregnancy and for 
six months postpartum, and infants 
and children through age 4*6. Books 
of coupons are distributed monthly 
which can be used at WIC-approved 
stores in Wayne County to purchase 
formula, milk, eggs, cheese, juice 
and cereal. These approved stores 
are both chain and independent 
stores located in communities all 
across the out-county area.

from a stack hits the colder outside 
air and condenses into a billowing 
white cloud of steam.” 

Sterling added that citizens 
observing this cloud believe it’s 
polluting the air and call the division 
with a complaint. He said that one of 
the newer sources of complaints for 
this misconception is the 
Renaissance Certer. The division 
has received numerous calls about 
alleged pollution from the gray 
pyramid-like structure along east 
Jefferson which is the heating and 
cooling plant for Ren Cen. The 
facility is fueled with natural gas 
with non-polluting emissions. 

The division also receives similar 
complaint calls regarding Detroit 
Edison’s Beacon Street Heating 
Plant, located adjacent to the 
Chrysler Expressway near 
downtown which also is non- 
polluting. Depending on weather 
conditions, southbound expressway 
travelers are able to see this plume 
from as far north as Detroit’s city 
limits. 

“We appreciate the fact that our 
citizens are continuing to show 
concern over such conditions, but 
steam is not harmful to the 
atmosphere,” he continued, saying 
that each complaint receives a 
timely follow-up by an air pollution 
control inspector and the resulting 
investigation may turn up a 
violation of a different nature. 

Sterling said homeowners having 
gas fired home heating units can 
make a similar comparison by 
observing the steam plume rising 
from their chimneys. 

One of the identifying features of a 
steam plume is the gap or open 
space between the top of the stack 
and the base of the billowing cloud. 
Sterling said a steam plume also can 
be identified by the ‘ ‘wispiness” 
along its edges and at the end of the 
plume. 


“Although steam is non- polluting, 
it can be very deceiving to an 
uninformed observer and this has 
been the reason for some of our 
complaint calls,” he said. If the 
plume has a high moisture content, 
it can appear to be dark gray to 
almost black. 

“And if the plume is between the 
observer and the sun, especially on a 
clear day, a person will see an 
almost totally black plume and 
therefore believe it is smoke 
contaminating the atmosphere.” he 
concluded.

CHAPTER V 
ARTICLE 12 


An Ordinance to Adopt the BOCA Basic Fire Prevention Code of 1975. 

The City of Romulus ordains 

Section 1. Adoption of Fire Control Measures and Regulations. There is 
hereby adopted by the City of Romulus the fire control measures and 
regulations as herein set forth for the purposes of controlling conditions 
which co^ild impede or interfere with firasuppression forces. 

Section 2. Authority at Fires and Other Emergencies. The fire official or 
his duly authorized representatives, as may be in charge at the scene of a 
fire or other emergency involving the protection of life and-or property, is 
empowered to direct such operations as may be necessary to extinguish or 
control any suspected or reported fires, gas leaks, or other hazardous 
conditions or situations or of taking any other action necessary in the 
reasonable performance of their duty. The fire official may prohibit any 
person, vehicle or object from approaching the scene and may remove or 
cause to be removed from the scene any person, vehicle or object which may 
impede or interfere with the operations of the fire department. The fire 
official may remove or cause to be removed any person, vehicle or object 
from hazardous areas. All persons ordered to leave a hazardous area shall 
do so immediately and shall not re-enter the area until authorized to do so by 
the fire official. 

Section 3. Interference with Fire Department Operations. It shall be 
unlawful to interfere with, attempt to interfere with, conspire to interfere 
with, obstruct or restrict the mobility, of, or block the path of travel of any 
fire department emergency vehicle in any way, or to interfere with, attempt 
the interfere, conspire to interfere with, obstruct or hamper any fire 
department operation. 

Section 4. Compliance with Orders. A person shall not willfully fail or 
refuse to comply with any lawful order or direction of the fire official or to 
interfere with the compliance attempts of another individual. 

Section 5. Vehicles Crossing Fire Hose. A vehicle shall not be driven or 
propelled over any unprotected fire hose of the fire department when laid 
down on any street, alley-way, private drive or any other vehicular roadway 
without the consent of the fire official in command of said operation. 

Section 6. Definition of Authorized Emergency Vehicle. Authorized 
emergency vehicles shall be restricted to those which are defined and 
authorized under the laws of the State of Michigan. 

Section 7. Operation of Vehicles on Approach of Authorized Emergency 
Vehicles. Upon the approach of any authorized emergency vehicle, giving 
audible and visual signal, the operator of every other vehicle shall 
immediately drive the same to a position as near as possible and parallel to 
the right-hand edge or curb of the street or roadway, clear of any 
intersection, and shall stop and remain in such position until the authorized 
vehicle or vehicles shall have passed, unless otherwise directed by the fire 
official or a police officer. 

Section 8. Vehicles Following Fire Apparatus. It shall be unlawful for the 
operator of any vehicle other than one on official business, to follow closer 
than three hundred (300) feet from any fire apparatus traveling in response 
to a fire alarm, or to drive any vehicle within the block or immediate area 
where fire apparatus has stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 

Section 9. Unlawful Boarding or Tampering with Fire Department 
Emergency Equipment. A person shall not without proper authorization 
from the fire official in charge of said fire department emergency 
equipment, cling to, attach himself to, climb upon or into, board, or swing 
upon any fire department emergency vehicle, whether the same is in motion 
or at rest, or sound the siren, horn, bell or other sound-producing device 
thereon, or to manipulate or tamper with, or attempt to manipulate or 
tamper with any levers, valves, switches, starting devices, brakes, pumps, 
or any equipment or protective clothing on, or a part of, any fire department 
emergency vehicle. 

Section 10. Damage, Injury-Fire Department-Equipment, Personnel It 
shall be unlawful for any person to damage or deface, or attempt, 
to injure or conspire to injure fire department personnel while performing 
departmental duties 

Section 11. Emergency Vehicle Operation. The driver of any emergency 
vehicle, as defined in Section 5 of this ordinance, shall not sound the siren 
thereon or have the front red lights on or disobey any existing traffic 
regulation, except when said vehicle is responding to an emergency call or 
when responding to, but not upon returning from a fire. Tactical strategies 
such as, but not restricted to, “mov&-ups” do not constitute an emergency 
call. The driver of an emergency vehicle may: 

(a) Park or stand irrespective of the provisions of existing traffic 
regulations; 

(b) Proceed past a red or stop signal or other sign, but only after slowing 
down as may be necessary for safe operation. 

(c) Exceed the prima facie speed limit so long as he does not endanger life 
or property; 

(d) Disregard regulations governing direction of movement or turning in 
specified directions; 

<e) The exemptions herein granted to an emergency vehicle shall apply 
only when the driver of any such vehicle while in motion sounds audible 
signal by bell, siren, or exhaust whistle as may be reasonably necessary, 
and when the vehicle is equipped with at least one lighted lamp displaying a 
red light visible under normal atmospheric conditions from a distance of 
five hundred ( 500 > feet to the front of such vehicle 


Section 12. Blocking Fire Hydrants and Fire Department Connections.lt 
shall be unlawful to obscure from view, damage, deface, obstruct or restrict 
the access to any fire hydrant or any fire department connection for the 
pressurization of fire suppression system, including fire hydrants and fire 
department connections that are located on public or private streets and 
access lanes, or on private property. 

If upon the expiration of the time mentioned in a notice of violation, 
obstructions or enroachments are not removed, the fire official shall 
proceed to remove the same. Cost incurred in the performance of necessary 
work shall be paid from the municipal treasury on certificate of the fire 
official and with the approval of the chief administrative official; and the 
legal authority of the municipality shall institute appropriate action for the 
recovery of such costs. 

Section 13. Hydrant Use Approval. A person shall not use or operate any 
fire hydrant intended for use of fhe fire department for fire suppression 
purposes unless such person first secures a permit for such use from the fire 
official and the water company having jurisdiction. This section shall not 
apply to the use of such hydrants by a person employed by, and authorized to 
make such use by, the water company having jurisdiction. 

Section 14. Public Water Supply. The fire official shall recommend to the 
chief administrative official of the municipality the location or relocation of 
new or existing fire hydrants and the placement or replacement of 
inadequate wate»* mains located upon public property and deemed 
necessary to provide an adequate fire flow and distribution pattern. A fire 
hydrant shall not be placed into or removed from service until approved by 
the fire official. 

Section 15. Yard Systems. All new and existing ship yards, oil storage 
plants, lumber yards, amusement or exhibition parks, and educational or 
institutional complexes and similar occupancies and uses involving high 
fire, or life hazards, and which are located more than one hundred fifty ( 150) 
feet from a public street or which require quantities of water beyond the 
capabilities of the public water distribution system shall be provided with 
properly placed fire hydrants. Such fire hydrants shall be capable of 
supplying fire flows as required by the fire official and shall be connected to 
a water system in accordance with accepted engineering practices. The fire 
official may require the installation of sufficient fire hose and equipment 
housed in accordance with the approved rules and may require the 
establishment of a trained fire brigade when the hazard involved requires 
such measures. Private hydrants shall not be placed into or removed from 
service until approved by the fire official. 

Section 16. Maintenance of Fire Suppression Equipment. A person shall 
not obstruct, remove, tamper with or otherwise disturb any fire hydrant or 
fire appliance required to be installed or maintained under the provisions of 
the Fire Prevention Code except for the purpose of extinguishing fire, 
training or testing purposes, recharging, or making necessary repairs, or 
when permitted by the fire official. Whenever a fire applicance is removed 
as herein permitted, it shall be replaced or re-installed as soon as the 
purpose for which it was removed has been accomplished. Defective and 
non-approved fire applicances or equipment shall be replace or repaired as 
directed by the fire official. 

Section 17. Sale of Defective Fire Extinguishers A person shall not sell, 
trade, loan or give away any form, type or kind of fire extinguisher which is 
not approved by the fire official, or which is not in proper working order, or 
the contents of which do not meet the requirements of the fire official. 1116 
requirements of this section shall not apply to the sale, trade or exchange or 
obsolete or damaged equipment for junk and said units are permanently 
disfigured or marked with permanent sign identifying the unit as junk 

Section 18. Street Obstructions. A person or persons shall not erect, 
construct, place, or maintain any bumps, fences, gates, chains, bars, pipes, 
wood or metal horses or any other type of obstruction in or on any street, 
within the boundaries of the municipality The word street as used in this 
ordinance, shall mean any road-way accessible to the public for vehicular 
traffic, including, but not limited to, private streets or access lanes, as well 
as all public streets and highways within the boundaries of the municipality 

Section 19 Conflicting Ordinances. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with any of the provisions of this ordinance, are hereby repealed.

Some tax rules 
affect divorcee 


Certain tax 
regulations apply to 
separated and divorced 
parents in claiming 
children as dependents 
on tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue 
Service said. 

Since only one parent 
can claim each child as 
an exemption on his or 
her return, the parent, 
generally with custody 
of the child for the 
greater part of the year 
is entitled to the 
dependency deduction. 

The IRS said there 
may be arvexception to 
the rule based ipon 
terms of the decree and 
the amount contributed 
to the child’s support by 
the parent without 


custody. 

Once a determination 
of dependency is made 
under these rules, the 
same determination 
applies in other areas 
requiring dependency, 
such as medical 
expense deductions, 
according to the IRS. 

The free IRS 
Publication 501, "Your 
Exemptions and 
Exemptions for 
Dependents,” covers 
claiming children as a 
dependency deduction 
and can be obtained by 
filling out the handy 
order blank appearing 
in the instructions 
portion of the tax 
package.

The IRS emphasized 
that if any information 
on the label is incorrect, 
the taxpayer should 
make corrections right 
on the label. 


Married taxpayers 
filing a joint return 
should check to see that 
two Social Security 
numbers appear on the 
label. If only one Social 
Security number is 
shown, the other 
spouse s number should 
be entered on the 
appropriate line, 
according to the IRS. 

Taxpayers also can 
insure a faster refund 
by mailing their return 
in the coded envelope 
also included with the 
tax package, the IRS 
said.

Reigle denounces 
demise of 2 panels 


Michigan’s new junior senator, in 
a recent statement before his 
colleagues in the U.S. Senate, has 
urged the senators to retain the 
Special Committee on Aging and the 
Select Committee on Nutrition and 
Human Needs, which have been 
slated to be abolished in the 
controversial Reorganization Plan 
now before that legislative body. 

Citing statistics on the 
effectiveness of both committees, 
Sen. Donald Riegle said: “I for one 
do not want to see these special 
area* of national interest swallowed 
up by the standing committees. That 
would be a step backward in my 
view. I say to my friends who seek 
Congressional reform — there is no 
reform inherent in committee 
consolidation.” 

The Aging Committee was 
responsible for the original 
Medicare legislation, the Older 
Americans Act and the Age 
Discrimination in Employment Act. 
With an annual budget of $500,000 the 
committee benefits about 23 million 
elderly persons a year

“Surely, $500,000 is a small price 
to pay for the health and welfare of 
23 million Americans,” Riegle said 

The Nutrition and Human Needs 
Committee, on an annual budget of 
$400,000 has successfully fought to 
maintain nutrition programs that 
now reach a total of 50 million people 
throughout the United States each 
year, making it the largest health 
support system in the country. 

As further evidence. Sen. Riegle 
presented for the Senate Record, 
charts which show how three 
programs — the Women Infants and 
Childrens programs, and the free 
breakfast and lunch programs for 
schoolchildren — have increased in 
benefits levels since 1969. 

“How can we, in good conscience, 
pull the rug out from under the 
people — the elderly and the 
undernourished — many of whom 
depend on these programs for their 
day to day existence?” Riegle 
asked 

He noted that Congress has been 
able to improve the lives of the 
nation’s elderly and 
undernourished, only because 
leaders have tackled their specific 
problems, by establishing separate 
committees to “give elderly, 
nutrition, veterans and small 
business matters the attention they 
required ” 

Riegle, a freshman temporarily 
serving on the Judiciary and 
Appropriations Committees, also 
suggested _ that the present 
committee structure remain intact 
for three months, and that the 
Senate form a consolidated 
committee — on energy — and a 
single logical test-case for the next 
two years 

In conclusion. Senator Riegle 
urged his colleagues in the Senate to 
think ‘ long and hard” before 
agreeing to abolish committees “so 
crucial to so many Americans” 


during the week. 

Primary reason for the skiing 
boom in Michigan has been the 
perfect winter weather, with many 
areas receiving nearly twice the 
amount of normal snowfall. 

Boyne Mountain, which usually 
gets about 140 inches of snow each 
winter, already has received 110 
inches and appears headed toward a 
natural snowfall record of 181 
inches. 

Boyne and some other northern 
Michigan lodges have not made 
snow since mid-December. Some 
hills in the Boyne Falls area have a 
15-foot base At Traverse City, some 
ski lodge operators said the money 
saved by not having to make snow' is 
being spent to clear snow from 
parking lots. 

“A hefty increase in the number of 
skiers coming to Michigan from 
other midw estern states plus Texas 
and California also was cited by ski 
lodge operators as a major reason 
for the state’s bristling ski 
business,” Ratke pointed out. 

“This out-of-state trend was most 
noticeable during the Christmas- 
New Year’s period when some 


travel agencies were forced to 
cancel western ski trips because of 
the lack of siow and send their 
customers to Michigan lodges,” he 
added. 

Such facilities as Caberfae, 
Shanty Creek, Crystal Mountain and 
Skyline did 30 to 50 percent more 
business during the holiday period 
than they did a year ago, with most 
skiers coming from Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Kentucky. 

Some state facilities still are being 
enriched by non-Michigan skiers. 
Schuss Mountain recently had five 
times the normal number of 
reservations for a mid-week ski 
package, with many of the 
reservations coming from out-of- 
state winter sports enthusiasts. 

In southeast Michigan, attendance 
at the seven area facilities so far this 
winter is up an average 30 percent 


with Pine Knob and Mt. Grampian 
leading the way with 40 percent 
increases. Most of the lodge 
operators reported that out-of-state 
attendance is better than ever. 


“If present trends continue, many 
of the state’s ski lodges probably will 
break existing attendance records 
with some snowfall records also 
expected to topple,” Ratke said.

Adolescence: a period of storm, stress 


(EDITOR'S NOTE The following 
article was submitted by Audrien L. 
Henry, counselor, Lowell Junior High 
School. Livonia School System. The 
article. How to Get Along with 
Adolescents," is intended for parents of 
junior high students and has been used by 
the Lowell Parent Teachers Association 
in Livonia Mrs Henry is a resident of 
Belleville 

Probably no time in your life as 
parents will you come across so 
many puzzling questions as the 
period when your children are in 
their teen years. Nor will you as 
parents feel so perplexed and so 
much in need of new understanding. 


You look at your daughter with the 
woman’s curves beginning to shape 
her body You look at your son 
reaching for his razor These are the 
same bodies, as a few years earlier, 
only grown bigger They are no 
longer little children, neither are 
they men or women And yet we who 
are parents feel the same 
responsibility for them We still need 
to manage, guide and help them 
Legally, morally, spiritually, this is 
our desire and goal 
There are things to learn that can 
make us better able to help them 
grow' into the kind of men and 


women we want them to be. 

We must understand that these 
are the years when the pull 
backward and the push forward are 
at a tug of war with each other 
These are the years when we are 
w ishing for, yet fearing the things to 
come. Adolescence is a period of 
storm and stress; the time in every 
person’s life when hechanges from a 
child to a grown-up When his body 
reaches its adult size and shape and 
when his body becomes sexually 
mature 

The whole business of growing up 
is a complicated one that brings 


with it new problems for the 
adolescent as well as for his parents, 
but these teen years don’t 
necessarily have to be ones of great 
emotional upheaval They’re 
difficult, but they’re never dull. In 
homes where parents and children 
enjoy things together and love and 
respect each other, every period of 
growth leads to the next one 
successfully, though not necessarily 
uneventfully. 

I would like to present to you a few 
of the problems most parents have 
with these teen-agers. 

Many teen-agers complain that 


their parents treat them as though 
they were much younger than they 
really are. What they are saying is 
that they want to feel and act like 
individuals. They want to be treated 
with respect. They want to select 
their own clothes, make their own 
plans, choose their own friends. 
They’re bound to make mistakes 
now and then, but these mistakes 
are necessary if they are to learn to 
take care of themselves andf to 
become responsible members of 
society. Your teen-ager can become 
anadultonly by being allowed to try. 
He needs your encouragement in his 


efforts at growing to adulthood. 

Some parents refuse to allow their 
teen-agers any sort of 
independence, some allow too much. 
Teen-agers do not want complete 
independence. They want and need 
limits. They want to be treated like 
young adults, and at the same time 
they need to hold on to the security 
that comes from knowing that their 
parents love them and really do 
want to help as much as they can. 
How you set your limits has a great 
deal to do with how your teen-ager 
will accept them. When you talk to a

1 to 14 sale which will offer a new 
cookies, the Peanut Butter Patty, it 
has been announced by Mrs. Jean 
Spence of Ann Arbor, sale chairman. 
The patty, which has proved popular 
elsewhere in the country is a vanilla 
cookie topped with peanut butter 
and covered in chocolate 

Traditional flavors being offered 
this year are Shortbread, Thin Mint, 


PB (oatmeal peanut creme 
sandwich) and Vanilla Creme 
Sandwich Cookies. Prepared by 
national bakery FFV of Virginia the 
cookies are wrapped for freezing 
and range from 18 to 72 counts per 
box. 

Price for the cookies is the same 
as last year, $1.25, which provides a 
contribution of 20 cents to the troop 
of the Girl Scout taking the order, 
and 54 cents to the Huron Valley 
Council. Goal for the 1977 sale is 
350,000 boxes sold.

teen-ager as a person, rather than as 
a young child to be ordered about, 
you stand a good chance of getting 
his whole-hearted cooperation. 

As Dr. Spoch says, “A child is not 
only better adjusted but happier 
when he has parents who know just 
what they expect of him in the way 
of behavior and spell it out so that 
the child knows just what is 
expected of him. To require him to 
be polite and cooperative doesn’t 
need to interfere in the slightest with 
his initiative, his spontaneity, his 
originality, his creativity and his 
high spirits.” 

A basic problem for many teen- 
agers is school work. It is important 
for parents to recognize that all 
youngsters cannot do equally well in 
all subjects. Mental abilities differ 
in kind as well as in amount. 
Understanding teachers and parents 
give recognition to young people 
working up the limit of their ability 
instead of expecting the same level 
of performance from all students. 

High school gives a teen-ager 
important opportunities to find out 
about himself, to develop his 
potentialities, to prepare to take his 
rightful place in the adult world. 
When young people, whatever their 
future plans are, understand all the 
ways in which high school can help 
them, their courses become more 
meaningful to them. 

During this period of growth 
many of them find that their bodies 
are becoming awkward and hard to 
manage. While they are getting used 
to their new sizes and shapes, they 
find that they are not nearly as 
skillful at handling themselves as 
they used to be. If you can help your 
teen-ager to see that this awkard 
period is a normal, temporary stage 
of growth, he himself may be 
amused at his own clumsiness. 

Sexual development can cause 
problems for many boys and girls, 
especially for those who have not 
been told in advance what changes 
are likely to take place and what 
they mean. The girl who has not 
been told about menstruation may 
be frightened and ashamed of the 
experience. The boy who has a 
nocturnal emission may feel anxious 
and guilty if he has not been told 
about this function of his body. 
When young people understand that 
the changes taking place in their 
bodies are a normal and natural part 
of growing up. they are helped to 
accept them without fear or shame. 

These young people who come 
from homes in which sex is accepted 
as part of life are much better able 
to deal with their own awakening 
sexual urges They will be more 
likely to seek help on their 
adolescent sex problems from their 
parents, or doctor, or clergyman, 
and their whole attitude will be a 
more wholesome one. 

Many adolescents worry about 
their complexions. You can do a 
great deal to help your teen-ager 
make the most of his looks during 
this time. Your family doctor should 
be consulted for complexion 
problems. 


Parents are fearful of teen-agers 
driving. It is not good sense to refuse 
to let your child drive but it is good 
sense for you to see to it that he is a 
capable driver and that he 
understands and obeys the traffic 
rules and regulations. That means 
you must observe them too. 

Being with the crowd and like the 
crowd is an essential part of teenage 
life. This flocking together and 
acting and sounding alike are 
normal and necessary and 
represent and identification with 
one’s own generation that is part of 
growing up. 

Learning how to get along with 
members of the opposite sex is one 
of the most important problems that 
teen-agers face. In order to be able 
to form mature relationships later 
on, youngsters need lots of practice 
learning how to get along with each 
other. You often worry when 
youngsters go steady but going 
steady for high school boys and girls 
generally means one-at-a-time, not 
one for always. Teen-age interest in 
theother sex is normal and natural. 
The young person who has grown up 
in a home where he has been loved 
and valued will possess the self- 
confidence and self-respect he needs 
to get along with the opposite sex. 

Don’t be discouraged if you don’t 
always understand all the reasons 
behind your teen-agers varied 
behavior. He doesn’t understand 
them all himself. It’s your interest 
and your wanting to understand that 
count most Don’t be alarmed by any 
frightening talk you may hear about 


up 

the turbulent teens. It’s really a 
wonderful age. With patience, 
svmoathetic understanding, and the 
ability to see the humorous along 
with the serious side of things you’ll 
make out very well. And so will your 
teen-ager!

Plan a meal with oriental flavor 




(Happy New Year!) 


This year the Chinese New- Year 
will begin on Feb 18, and if you 
mark it in the traditional manner, 
you could be celebrating for two 
weeks. 

According to oriental lore, the 
New Year Festival — the most 
important of all Chinese holidays — 
officially begins early in the 
morning when Chinese families 
present an offering of rice to the 
heavens and earth. 

Before that can be done, however, 
evil spirits must be banished and all 
debts paid in full. Otherwise, the 
family could be subjected to the 
ultimate disgrace — being chased 
through the streets by a creditor on 
New r Year's Day. 

The last days of the old year find 
Chinese people shopping for 
traditional New Year’s gifts — 
flowers, teas and rare fruits. 

The end of the old year also is a 
time for cooking It is believed that 
all food preparation must be 
finished on the last day of the year, 
since using a knife or sharp 
instrument on New Year’s Day is 
thought to cut the coming year’s 
luck patterns. 

Prior to New Year’s Day, all 
activities are completed and 
business is suspended fora fortnight 
so that everybody can celebrate. 

The final hours of New Year’s Eve 
are devoted to family worship of the 
gods and to remembering ancestors. 
In fact, the making of offerings to 
gods and ancestors is the principle 
ceremony of the Chinese New Year. 

After the rites of worship to the 
dieties and ancestors, the family 
members join in a fest. All their 
quarrels now must be forgotten. 

Fireworks at midnight hail the 
arrival of the New Year and cries of 
“Gung Hoy Fet Toy’’ (Happy New 
Year) and “La Choy” (good luck) 
ring through the household. 

On New Year’s Day families 
generally remain at home and 
quietly enjoy their own feasting, 
gift-giving and unaccustomed 
leisure. The days following are filled 
with more feasting, visiting and 
merriment. 

On the 10 th or 11 th day people 
begin to display paper lanterns in all 
shapes, sizes, patterns and colors. 
By the night of the 15th lanterns are 
hanging all over and the Feast of the

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Plan your spring planting for winter eating 


Your common sense tells you that 
every item in the seed catalogs can’t 
possibly be bigger, tastier, juicier 
or otherwise better than everything 
that came before it. But how do you 
decide which seeds or plants to 
order? 

One guide to choosing vegetable 
varieties for Michigan is the list of 
recommended varieties put out by 
the Cooperative Extension Service 
(CES). The varieties on this list 
have been tested and found to grow 
well in Michigan. Most of than have 
some tolerance or resistance to 
common garden diseases 

If you’re a seasoned gardener, you 


have your own experience to draw 
from You probably have some old 
favorites. Stick with them, but don’t 
hesitate to try some of the newer 
varieties on a small scale. 

If you’re a first-timer, begin with a 
list of family likes and dislikes 
There’s no point in growing broccoli, 
if your family woulcto’t touch it with 
the proverbial 10-foot pole 

Use standard tables of typical 
yields to figure out how much seed 
you need to grow various crops in 
quantities you think you could use, 
process or store. The Cooperative 
Extension Service bulletin on 
vegetable gardening, available from 


your county CES office, contains this 
and much other useful gardening 
information. 

When planning your garden, take 
into consideration how much time 
you’ll have for gardening, canning 
and freezing; the avail ability of 
storage or freezer space; and your 
skill in home food processing 
Canning, expecially, is time- 
consuming. 

You can avoid being overwhelmed 
by mountains of food by planting 
early, mid-season and late varieties 
of some crops to spread out the 
harvest a bit. You also can plant 
quick maturing crops several times 


Choose seed types carefully 


Although spring still is a long way 
off, now is the time to select and 
order vegetable seeds for your home 
garden, according to Jesse Saylor, 
Michigan State University 
horticulture specialist. 

“Take time to choose varieties 
carefully,” Saylor advised. “Use 
Extension bulletins and the 
information in seed catalogs to plan 
your garden and choose the crops 
and varieties that best suit your 
needs ” 

Ask for bulletin E-760(a), “Home 
Vegetable Garden Variety 
Recommendations,” at the local 
Cooperative Extension Service 
office, he suggested It can help you 
determine the length of the growing 
season in your area and choose 
varieties that will produce a crop in 
that period of time. All the varieties 
listed in the bulletin have been 
tested and found to grow well in 
Michigan. Most have at least some 
tolerance or resistance to common 
vegetable diseases. 

The bulletin also lists the names 
and addresses of several seed 
companies. Others may be found in 
flower and garden magazines. 


“Order a seed catalog or two.” 
Saylor suggested “They provide a 
lot of useful information on plant 
size, yields, space requirements, 
days to maturity, disease resistance 
and tolerance, and the vegetables' 
characteristics and suggested uses. 
Handling, storage and preparation 
tips also can be found in many 
catalogs.” 

Most catalogs have colorful 
pictures to illustrate their varieties. 
Many provide an index for easy use, 
and some include gardening aids 
and reference books, as well as 
seeds and plants. 

“As in any other line of business, 
some seed companies tend to be 
more reliable than others,’’ Saylor 
noted. “If you’re concerned about 
the reputability of a seed company, 
check with your county extension 
agent, a friend who is familiar with 
that company, your Better Business 
Bureau or a consumer protection 
agency.” 

Select your seeds now so you can 
send your order early, Saylor 
advised. This should assure you of 
having your seeds by planting time. 
Also, seeds of some varieties are in 


limited supply, and early ordering is 
the only way to be sure you’ll get 
them. 

Remember to plan before you 
plant. Saylor suggested. If you want 
the entire crop of a certain vegetable 
to mature all at once, as would be 
desirable for canning or freezing, 
plant all the seed at the same time. 
However, if you would prefer a 
continuous supply of a fresh 
vegetable, you may want to stagger 
your planting to get several small 
harvests. You must make sure that 
your grow ing season is long enough 
to permit staggered planting, of 
course. 

As one final suggestion, Saylor 
recommended reading seed 
packages. They often carry planting 
and spacingdirec»ionsand other tips 
for successful gardening. 


to get many small harvests rather 
than one large one. 

Some varieties of fruits and 
vegetables are better for canning 
and freezing than others. Think 
about how you’ll want to use your 
produce, a nd choose varieties suited 
to that use. 

Some varieties mature more 
quickly than others. Take this into 
consideration when choosing seeds 
and plants. The best variety in the 
world will be worthless to you if the 
growing season in your area isn’t 
long enough to allow it to mature. 

If garden space is limited, you’ll 
probably want to grow crops that 
will give you the most yield for the 
least investment in space. 
Cucumbers, melons, potatoes and 
squash tend to straggle over a large 
area. Peas, dry beans and corn have 
to be planted in fairly large areas to 
get enough produce to bother with. 

Radishes, leaf lettuce, herbs, 
onions, tomatoes, pole beans and 
many other crops may be grown in 
containers, in little clearings in a 
flower bed, in borders along a 
sidewalk or driveway, or in a small, 
conventional garden plot. If squash 
is a family favorite, take advantage 
of compact bush varieties to make 
the most of the space you have. 

When planning vegetables for 
eating, consider their ornamental 
value as well. Purple-poddled 
beans, lacy-leafed parsley, 
flowering cabbage, red, green and 
yellow peppers, and many other 
vegetables can be attractive 
additions to the planted areas 
around your home. 

Miniature and giant varieties are 
novel, but if you’re gardening for 


food rather than fun. avoid them, 
especially if space is limited 
Miniature vegetables take as much 
care and often as much space as 


standard-sized varieties but give 
less return for your labors Giant 
varieties take a lot of care and space 
and often are not very good eating 



MSU Horticulturists 
provide your answers 


Amaryllis' lily is 
real eye catcher 


Large, lily-like flowers on 1- to 2- 
foot stalks make the amaryllis 
(Hippeastrum hybrid) a real eye- 
catcher. 

Michigan State University 
horticulturists point out that this 
large, tropical bulb is not your 
typical, one-time potted florist’s 
plant-it can be reflowered several 
times. 

Average home temperatures, with 
a night minimum of 50-55 degrees, 
suit the amaryllis just fine. Bright 
light or full sun is ideal. 

Pot the bulb i n a container 2 inches 
bigger than the diameter of the bulb, 
the MSU experts advise. Good 
drainage is necessary to prevent 
bulb rot, so it’s a good idea to pot in a 
container with a drainage hole in the 
bottom. Use a commercial 
houseplant pot ting soil or make your 
own from equal parts soil, sand and 
peat Cover one-half to two-thirds of 
the bulb with soil. 


The first sign of growth is the 
appearance of the flower stalk. It 
will grow rapidly, forming one or 
more flower buds. Leaves appear 
after the plant has begun to bloom. 
Keep the soil evenly moist but not 
soaking wet throughout the growing 
period. 

Remove blossoms as they fade. 
Continue to water regularly through 
the spring and summer, arid fertilize 
monthly to build up the bulb for next 
year’s blooms. At the end of the 
summer, when the leaves turn 
yellow and dry, gradually reduce 
watering and let the soil dry out 
thoroughly. The bulb will stay 
dormant through the fall and early 
winter. To rebloom it, resume 
watering and fertilizing. The bulb 
will begin to grow within 2 weeks 
and will bloom againin4 to 6 weeks. 

Propagate by removing the small 
bulbs that form on the sides of the 
parent bulb

Q. I’ve had an 
avocado pit suspended 
in water for weeks. At 
last, it has a root. Does 
that mean it’s time to 
plant it? 

A. Be patient a little 
while longer. Wait until 
you have a mass of roots 
filling the jar or glass in 
which the pit is 
suspended. Then plant it 
very carefully to avoid 
injuring the fragile 
roots. 

Q. I have serveral 
hanging baskets near 
the ceiling in my dining 
room. The plants in 
them seem to wilt much 
sooner than my other 
plants. Do hanging 


plants need more water 
than plants on a table? 
Or will I be 
overwatering them, if I 
give them more? 

A As a general rule, 
hanging baskets of 
plants will need more 
water than the same 
plants in the same kind 
of container on a table. 
The air in a room tends 
to be warmest near the 
ceiling, and the hanging 
plant pot is exposed to it 
on all sides. Therefore, 
the soil in the pot tends 
to dry out rapiddly, 
especially if the plant is 
in a porous clay pot. 


Q. The seed catalogs 
have come and I’m 
putting my seed order 
together. Do I need to 
buy all new see, or can I 
use the leftover seed I 
didn’t use last year? 

A I t depends on the 
type of seed and the way 
you stored it. Most 
commercially produced 
seed will be good the 
second year if it was 


Now is the time 
for fruit tree pruning 


February may seem like the worst 
possible time to work outdoors, but if 
you have a home fruit tree planting, 
this month is one of the best times to 
do your annual pruning. 

According to Jim Flore, extension 
fruit tree specialist at Michigan 
State University, a light pruning 
while the tree is dormant should be a 
part of regular fruit tree care. 

“Pruning is necessary to remove 
branches that do not conform to your 
training system,’’ he pointed out. 
“It also is used to remove weak or 
damaged branches, dead limbs and 
branches that are shaded by other 
branches ” 

Pruning also allows you to select 
for branches that join the trunk or 
main stem at wide angles rather 
than narrow ones. Wide-angled 
crotches are stronger than narrow 
ones, he explains. Branches that 
meet the trunk at wide angles can 
better withstand the weight of a 
heavy fruit crop or toad of ice or 
snow. 

“When removing branches from a 
tree, make the final cut as close to 
the trunk as possible,” Flore 
advised. “Stubs of pruned branches 
are a good place for insects and 
diseases to get a foothold” 

A yearly pruning that removes 5- 
10 percent of the branches promotes 
good fruit size and quality. Avoid 
taking off too much material, he 
cautions. A heavy pruning in a 
single year upsets the balance of the 
tree, which may result in fruit that 
stores poorly, biennial bearing and 
abnormal growth of suckers 

“Pruning is important to fruit 
production in several ways,” Flore 
said “It balances the amounts of 
vegetative and reproductive grow th, 
and excessive vegetative growth 
inhibits flowering and fruiting 
Removing some of this material 
enhances production of quality 
fruit ” 


Pruning also eliminates branches 
that shade other branches Good 
light penetration to the fruit-bearing 
wood of the tree is necessary for 
fruit production. 

Proper pruning and training can 
even bring some trees into 
production early, Flore pointed out. 

“Training is done during the first 
two to three years of a tree’s life to 
establish its general form,” he 
explained “Depending on the type 
of tree, a training system is selected 
and certain branches removed. 

“Apple and pear trees usually are 
trained to the modified central 
leadersystem This system features 
one main vertical branch and 
several smaller scaffold branches 
coming off it. 


“The open center system, used 
primarily for the stone fruits, calls 
for three to five main scaffold 
branches from the trunk and no 
central leader.’’ 

To further shapeapple trees, wood 
or metal spreaders may be used to 
create wide-angled crotches 
between branch and main stem. 
Research has shown that bending 
the limbs down toward the 
horizontal speeds up the maturing of 
the tree so that it begins to produce 
fruit sooner. 

Further information on fruit tree 
training and pruning is available 
from the county Cooperative 
Extension Service office. Ask for 
bulletin E-850, “Pruning Young 
Fruit Trees ” 


stored in tightly covered 
containers in a cool, 
dark place. Seeds that 
are unlikely to 
germinated will, if 
stored longer than one, 
include onion, parsnip, 
satisfy, sweet com and 
okra. Pea. bean, carrot 
and leek seeds usually 
germinate will after two 
or three years in 
storage. Most other 
garden seeds will 
germinate even, if 
stored for four or five 
years. 

Seedlings from old 
seeds may be weaker 
than seedlings from 
fresh seed, however. 
Germination may be 
poor, too, so it’s a good 
idea to plant old seed 
somewhat thicker than 
the usual recom- 
mendation and then 
thin the seedlings 
to the proper spacing, 
leaving the sturdiest to 
grow. 

It is not a good idea 
to save seed from last 
year's crops to plant 
this year’s garden 
Many modern 

vegetable varieties are 
hybrids and will not 
breed true. That is, 
plants from seed 
produced in the garden 
will be different from 
the plants that produced 
the seed Desirable 
characteristics tike fruit 
shape, yield and disease 


resistance may be lost. 
Seed prices have risen 
in recnt years, but 
fresh, reliable seed still 
is a good gardening 
investment.

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...Rose Garden

A rose garden in the midst of one 
of the coldest winters in history? In 
Michigan? What could be nicer? 
Why, being served a pot of steaming 
Chinese tea to help thaw one’s 
extremities as soon as you are 
seated in “The Rose Garden 

We chose an off-beat night (or so 
we thought) for our first visit to 
Larry' and Rosa Leung s restaurant 
which is nestled between a series of 
buildings which comprise the Tel- 
Ford Shopping Plaza at 5680 N. 
Telegraph Road in Dearborn 
Heights The “off-beat” night, last 
Thursday, proved that if there’s 
good food to be had, people will 
brave the elements to enjoy it. On a 
night when the mercury was hiding 
in the cellar, the Rose Garden was 
playing to nearly half of its 220 
seating capacity' 

Host-manager Hugh Yee. who has 
been with the Leungs since they 
opened their food emporium nearly 
five years ago. showed us to our 
booth which underlined one of 
several beautiful Oriental screens of 
gold, lacquered wood and plaster 
sculpture which was set into a 
lighted niche in the wall. Subdued 
lighting from crystal chandeliers 
and matching wall sconces set the 
comfortable mood for the tastefully 
decorated room which, Larry said 
proudly, his w ife had masterminded. 

For those who prefer the airiness 
of a table rather than the intimacy of 
a booth, there are a selection of 
round or regular tables from which 
to choose. All have striking gold- 
orange surfaces with bold red 
napkins tufted up at each place. 

After Bridget, our waitress, had 
served the tea, we picked up our 
huge red suedo-leather menus and 
had a difficult time deciding which 
dish to try. (Bridget had to come 
back three times before we were 
ready.) But with thehelp of our host, 
who suggested we start with “Moa 


Aloha”, one ot the nouse appetizers, 
we were on our way 

Service was remarkably prompt 
and our appetizer for two, delicately 
marinated tenderloin of dark meat 
chicken pieces which had been 
sealed and deep fried in six little 
triangles of foil, could have been 
sampled by half a dozen people, it 
was that ample. 

From there we proceeded onto 
generous bowls of rich, hardy 
eggdrop soup — the thickest we’ve 
ever eaten — and then to our egg 
rolls where we had a “how' to” 
lesson. 

As I started to cut mine crosswise, 
Host Yee stopped by to say that w'as 
wrong Taking my fork and knife in 
hand, he slit the roll lengthwise but 
not completely through, then poured 
the hot mustard sauce over the 
stuffing, closed the roll again (so 
that the sauce could work) and then 
allowed me to continue (All these 
years of eating Chine^ food and we 
iearn there’s a “technique” for 
eggrolls! ) 

Our entrees included an old 
favorite of ours, “Steak Kow” — a 
mounded serving of tender and juicy 
tenderloin steak cut in cubes and 
combined with snow pea pods, lots of 
mushrooms, Chinese vegetables, 
water chestnuts and bamboo shoots 
— an authentic Cantonese dish, we 
were told. My husband and 1 shared 
that and “Seafood Fantasia” — a 
Polynesian medley of jumbo 
shrimps and scallops sauted with 
chunks of lobster meat. The clear 
white sauce contained those same 
delicious vegetables, all with just a 
bit of crunch left to the bite, the way 
the Cantonese do their celery, 
broccoli, pea pods. etc. 

A heaping bowl of steaming white 
rice came with our dinner as did tw o 
huge fluffy rolls which were left 
untouched since we already had 
more than enough on which to 
gourge ourselves. 


For dessert there were fortune 
cookies, almond cookies and a 
variety of sherbets and ice creams. 
We didn’t need dessert but we 
managed to find room for fluted 
cups of butter pecan a nd another pot 
of tea (and we’re not even tea 
drinkers!) 

Relaxing over the tiny cups, we re- 
read the menu and were surprised to 
find such unexpected offerings as 
omelettes, a complete line of 
sandwiches, salads and still other 
egg dishes There are two pages of 
illustrated exotic drinks with such 
enticing labels as “Double 
Scorpion”, “Headhunter” and 
“Forbidden Rose ”. The bar ( which 
is tucked beneath a colorful Chinese 
canopy in one corner of the spacious 
room) also offers conventional 
cocktails as well as a variety of 
wines and champagnes. 

The Rose Garden’s extensive 
menu, its selection of appetizers, 
soups, sandwiches, ala carte or 
complete dinners and cocktails 
makes it an ideal spot for those 
attending the neighboring Fairlane 
Theater. It’s perfect for before or 
after movie dining 

The menu states: All our food is 
made to order; therefore a 
minimum amount of time is 
required for us to make it; but a 
maximum amount of time for you to 
enjoy it 

The food is delicious, the 
atmosphere warm and cozy (and I 
should add, comfortable, since the 
wooden chairs at the tables have 
padded seats) and the service fast 
and friendly. 

We highly recommend a visit to 
The Rose Garden which is open 
Monday through Thursday, 11 a m. 
to midnight ; Friday a nd Saturday 1 1 
a m to 2 a m. and Sundays and 
holidays noon to 10 p.m When you 
stop in, tell Hugh Yee that Lee sent 
you.

Everytime Cherry Hill felt it was holding a championship hand in 
basketball, someone has come up with one better. 


And for 12 years former Coach Joe LaScola and present Coach 

Dick McNally have lived in the 
shadows of Garden City West. But 
West’s dynasty has crumpled and 
Cherry Hill hopes to inherit the 
crown. 

LaScola nearly broke the title 
drought during the 1969-70 season 
when he had 6-7 Jim Kroll who led 
the Spartans to a 16-3 record. But 
West trumped the Spartans with 
Rick Drewitz and his gang. 

Drewitz led West to an 
unprecedented two consecutive 
league championships - McNally, 
who has never had a losing season in 
his six years as head coach, had an 
ace in 6-5 Bob Fowler, the finest 
eager ever to graduate from the high 
school.

A few decades ago, anyone who 
skied in North America was familiar 
with flexible boots, pine tar waxes, 
trail skiing and climbing hills. 
Hardy souls gathered on crisp, clear 
winter mornings in crowded, noisy 
clubhouses, amid the exciting smell 
of scorched pine tar from ski 
bottoms being run over the top of a 
big barrel stove, and made ready to 
race. Later in the day the more 
passive souls appeared with lunches 
and families for an afternoon of trail 
skiing and downhill running on some 
distant hardwood hill. 

Then came the technological 
boom in the ski industry. Skis 
acquired steel edges, shiny, 
lacquered finishes and plastic 
bottoms. Waxing became a thing of 
the past and the old clubhouses gave 
way to phashly carpeted lounges, 
bars and central heating. Skiers left 
thetrails for the comfort and ease of 
the ski lifts and cross-country skiing 
almost disappeared; almost, but not 
quite. 

Through the efforts of an 
enthusiastic minority, it survived, 
and over the past few years, in 
response to a growing awareness for 
theneed for physical fitness and to a 
growing disenchantment with the 
expense and crowd of alpine skiing, 
it has become a popular sport. 

Although the term “cross- 
country skiing” is relatively new' in 
north America, this type of skiing is 
thought to date back about 5,000 
years in Norway. Ancient skis found 
well-preserved in a bog tell the 
story. Very wide and long, they were 


obviously used as a means of winter 
transport and travel rather than 
simply for leisure or sport. Made 
from pine, which abounds in 
Norway, they were apparently used 
both in peace-time and on warring 
excursions and, eventually, in this 
manner they found their way to 
other parts of the world. 

Cross-country skiing consists of 
sliding on skis over all sorts of 
terrain, with the path restricted only 
by the places too steep to hold snow 
or by the trees themselves. More 
specifically it is a means of walking 
on skis, which for the novice may 
begin as a shuffling of the legs and 
feet, one ahead of the other by 
means of sliding or lifting the skis 
along the surface of the snow. 

Through practice, patience and 
experience, the novice can develop 
this aw'kward stu mbl e i nto a smooth , 
rhythmical, push-slide sequence, 
moving over the snow in much the 
same manner as a figure skater 
glides over the ice. 

In the case of the skater, one leg 
and foot kicks down and to the rear 
propelling him forward, while the 
other leg and foot supports his 
weight as it glides on the blade of the 
skate. Similarly, in cross-country 
skiing, a downward and backward 
“kick” of one leg propels the skier 
forward while his weight is 
supported by the other. 

However, cross-country skiing 
and ski touring are much more than 
just a physical effort of the 
individual to propel himself across 
the snow. They are really a way of 


life for many people, a recreation, a 
sport, a competition, a challenge 
and eventually they even capture 
the soul. Even after many outings, 
the experience, the freedom of 
gliding over the snow on a well- 
packed trail with body, mind and 
skis working well, gives one a 
tremendous feeling of health and 
well-being. 

Cross-country skiing, as practiced 
in North America, has two main 
aspects — touring and racing 

Touring, in essence, is hiking over 
rolling country on skis for a few 
hours, a day or even overnight. The 
idea is to ski from place to place, 
maybe stopping for lunch, enjoying 
the sun and the fresh air and taking 
a little exercise for your health. No 
special skills, only a basic 
knowledge of technique and waxing, 
are required to enjoy ski touring. 

Cross-country skiing is definitely 
not a passive pursuit, but on the 
otner hand it is not one which 
demands excruciating physical 
work either, as many people tend to 
believe. 

Cross-country equipment is light 
and pliable and special cross- 
country ski waxes prevent the skis 
from sliding backward down the hill, 
so that the skier doesn't usually end 
up in a pile of arms, legs, skis and 
poles because his skis have lost their 
purchase on the slope. As a result of 
these special w axes and light-weight 
equipment, cross-country skiing is 
really only as much work as you 


choose to make it. 

The effort that you put in will be a 
measure of your reward However, 
even small efforts in cross-country 
skiing reap large rewards in your 
health and well-being because the 
exercise that you do is an ideal form 
of aerobic conditioning that builds 
vital body systems such as the 
circulation, the heart and the lungs. 
As modem man becomes more and 
more sedentary in his habits, such 
conditioning is becoming more 
necessary to maintain good health 
and to prevent possible early death 
due to a weak heart. 

In fact, some Swedish researchers 
contend that cross-country racers in 
their population tend to live on the 
average 10 years longer than other 
citizens. Such rewards, coupled with 
sunshine, fresh air and friendship 
provide a very healthy form of 
recreation both physically and 
mentally. 

Racing is something else. Cross- 
country racing is one of those sports 
where the performance is highly 
dependent on physical conditioning 
and training. Being more 
specialized, it will be left until later. 

Cross-country skiing is also an 
attractive family sport. A relatively 
low financial outlay will equip the 
entire family. The only absolute 
essentials are skis, bindings, boots, 
poles and wax. 

Special clothing is not required 
and fancy gadgetry is an active 
detriment. The cross-section of 


ages usually found in the family is no 
barrier to family participation. 

Little or no coaching or instruction 
is necessary to begin to fully enjoy 
the sport of cross-country skiing 
because it is as natural as walking 

Cross-country skiing can be 
practiced virtually anywhere. No 
lifts are required and even the 
absence of hills-is not a deterrent. 

Just a few inches of snow on a 
football field or a golf course is an 
adequate cover for cross-country 
skiing. Indeed, too much snow can 
sometimes make for heavy going 
though there is an incomparable 
thrill in running downhill in virgin, 
snowy fields with the snow' flowing 
over your ankles 

Sriers right in the heart of some of 
the largest urban centres in North 
American — New York, Toronto and 
Montreal — seek out the space in 
parks to pursue their sport. 

On the whole, however, cross- 
country skiing is practiced away 
from the hustle of urban life. Cross- 
country enthusiasts tend to be rather 
sensitive to noise and crowds — 
maybe because they have 
experienced the freedom of the wide 
open spaces and unobstructed paths. 
As a result they seek out semi- 
isolated spots for their clubhouses 
and trails. 

Snow conditions seldom present 
frustration either. Sloppy wet snow, 
the curse of alpine skiers because of 
its unrelenting suction on the ski 
bottom, can be made problem free 
by the amazing properties of cross- 
country ski wax. Cross-country wax 


allows a person to ski straight up a 
hill and just as easily slide down the 
other side If the proper wax for the 
prevailing conditions is selected, 
then skiing will be relatively easy. 
The skis w ill not slip back, so no 
elaborate climbing technique will be 
required 

Waxing can be fun. It provides an 
additional challenge for the skier 
and at the same time it makes him 
aware of the vagaries of the weather 
and the associated varieties of snow. 
As well it provides the basis for 
much conversation on the mixing 
and applying of the various 
combination in a search far the best 
one 

The basic assemblage of 
equipment needed today by a 
beginner consists of skis, harnesses, 
boots, poles and wax. 

Gothing at first is no problem. 
Ordinary, looseTitting clothing that 
provides some protection against 
the cold is quite sutiable at the start. 

Prices vary for equipment but the 
basics can be purchased for $60 to 
$90 The lowest prices are usually 
found at shops that handle Nordic 
ski equipment exclusively, though 
manv alpine shops and hardware 
stores are now stockingan 
adequate range of equipment. 

Be sure to start with good 
equipment. The few dollars you can 
save by settling for lower quality 
can mean warped skis or boots that 
won’t break ia 

With this guideline, we’ll have a 
detailed look at each piece of 
equipment in my next column.

Pea Pods, also called Snow Pea Pods are smaller than our 
garden peas. They are flat, have fewer peas inside and 
are known for their crisp, tender sweetness

Water Chestnuts, are more like a bulb than a nut When 
they are peeled, they are round, white and crunchy. 
Napa, Chinese cabbage, is a leafy vegetable with close- 
packed leaves, white stems and pale green leaves 
Bok Choy, Chinese chard, is a loosely packed vegetable 
with large, dark green leaves and long. firm, white 
stems. The flavor is a little stronger than that of a 
Chines^ cabbage. 

pinger Root, has a rich tan or beige scaly skin. PragTant 
root with sharp flavor. A common seasoning for Chinese 
cooking. 


Bean Sprouts, long, crunchy white sprout of the mug 
bean Fresh sprouts will keep for two or three days 
refrigerated in a plastic bag. 

3/ 4 lb vegetable of your choice, washed and cut 
2 tablespoons oil 
• < teaspoon salt 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 '4-inch slice fresh ginger root, minced 

1 teaspoon cornstarch 

2 tablespoons water 

Heat oil in wok or skillet Add salt, or garlic, or ginger 
and stir-fry a few seconds. Add desired vegetable and 
stir-fry to mix. Cover and cook a few minutes, stir 
occasionally Add a little water, if necessary, to prevent 
scorching. Blend cornstarch and water. Add cornstarch 
mixture Stir-fry slowly until sauce thickens.
